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KALAHASTI ZEMINDARI 


The Rajabs of Kalahastt appear to 
be Kschetirias and to have belonged to 
Yinagala Gotra, Jabbi Nayadu is said to 
have been the firs} mun of note, Te is 
reported to have raised the seige of 
Warrenkul by Mohamedans, in tho 12th 
century of the Christian ora, AD 1112 
or 1033 of Salivahana yoar. 

The next person of whom traditions 
speak was named Mada Nayinivaru. Zo was 
anally to Pratapa Rudra who roigned ia 
the 14th century A. D, and who is said, in 
the manusoript history in tha Mackenzie's 
collection, to haye conquored Pandya 
Desha; Wilks’ Mysore Voll, pago 13, 
note. 

Vallabha Nayini Varu, ag an ally of 
the Gajapaty dynasty, was famous for 
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having killed Kaderkhan, a Vizier, 
Timma Nayinivara was equally 

successful against Mohamedans and 

obtained the Jahagir of Deverconda: 

Abba Nayanivaru added Valoor to 
his possessions, thus ruling over Dever- 
konda and Valoor. He had a brother 
Annama Nayanivaru and there were his 
descendants. * 

Vencatapa Nayinivaru killed Iradkhan 
of Soonkasala and ruled over Deverconda 
Valoor and Soonkasala. 

Before 1471, Mohomedans had not 
reached Ganjam. In 1480, the Raja of 
Oria, became a tributary to the last but 
one soverign of the Bhamni dynasty, ‘The 
jast Bhamni King acquired in 1490, Masuli- 
patam and Guntoor from the Rayels of 
Bejayanugur, whose dominions extended 
to the sea coast from Madras to Krishna, 
and who reigned at Chendragiri. 

The Damarala Varus were originally 
ivee lances. In the 15th Century A. D. 
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they preferred to be greater in matorial 
wealth to an independant position with 
smaller territories, and therefore helped 
the Gajapathies and acquired from thom 
larger tracts of countries as grants. They 
were successful for some time against the 
Mohomedans. As the Gajapathy dynasty 
began to be dismembered and as the 
Narapati Dynasty of Bejayanagu:- grew 
strong, the Dainarala Varus helped the 
latter and obtained from it very extensive 
dominions, extending from Krishna to 
very near Cape Comorin. With the fall 
of the Royalu Bojayanagur dynasty, the 
Damarala Varus lost in the 16th Century 
A. D. good deal of their possessions, —{ 

Another Damarala Vencatappa Naya\ 
na Varu was the next person of note, 
who flourished in the dayg of Srormmga 
Rayalu, who reigned from 1578 to 1585, 
vide Nellore Manual page 488, When this 
Rayalu was attacked by the Golconda 
Mohamedans, he sought the aid of 
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Vencatappa Nayimvaru to repel them 
Tle fought against them and was success 
ful at the battle of Kandakore, killed 
Khadi and several other generals of the 
Mohamedan army. Tho Rayalu was so 
much pleased with this success that he 
gave him Kalahasti as a Jahagir with 
Wandewash, Gingee, & The Rayalu 
conferred upon him many titles and allowed 
him to use certain tlags, &o. being msignia 
of royalty. 

The next perscn of note in the 
family was another Vencatapa Nayinivaru, 
who won the battle of Rapuree and got 
from the Rayalus Trichinopoly, Tanjore, 
and other countries. He was killed in the 
battle of Samayaveram, near T'richinopoly. 

Then came still another Vencatappah 
Nayina Varu, who isan example of what 
vure common sense, though unaccompani 
ed with a knowledge of foreign languages, 
and literature, cando. Ie was a soldier 
and a statesman of clearest foresight. In 
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his time, the Dutch, tha French, and the 
English were trying to secure a firm footing 
in India. Their competition was keon. ‘Tho 
Chiefs of India had to contend against local 
Mohomedans and Imperial Mcguls, Thoro 
used to be great contentions among these 
Mohomedans themselves, The decline of 
the Mogul Empire had set in. Whether 
looal or Imperial, Mohomedans were bigo- 
ted and revyengeful. Their intoleration had 
rendered them unpopular, and the people 
were expecting some doliverer from them. 
The Portuguese and the three nations 
mentioned above had settlements in various 
parts of India. All the four nations were 
foreigners and had been found superior 
to the natives in various capacities, People 
had not elaborate information about the 
character and resources of these four 
nations. Choose they must ono of thom 
as their protector. Whom to choose was 
a difficult question. A selection by a 
true and far-sighted statesman alone would 
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prove advantageous to the country. In 
these circumstances, the lot of making 
such a selection fell to Damerla Venca~ 
tappah Nayina Varu. He surveyed the 
position, calculated probabilities and 
determined to cast his lot with the 
English. He found the English in search 
of a port on the Coramandel Coast, 
south of Masulipatam. He offered them.a 
site on which stands the Fort Saint George. 
(Vamshavalee in the records of the Kala 
hasti Samstanam.) 

The following extracts go to corro- 
borate the aforesaid statements. Robert 
Grant in “A sketch of the History 
of the Hast India Ccmpany, 18138” says, 
in pages 28 and 29, that “ About 1640 
the anxiety of the Coromandel servants 
to procure some station which should at 
once supply goods for the market of 
Bentam, and shelter the factors resident 
on it from Native insolence and Dutoh 
malignity, guided them to Madraspatam. 
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The goods to be obtained here were abun- 
dant, and ofa superior quality, and the 
Naig or chief of the district willmgly ceded 
to the Company, the town and port, with 
the liberty of erecting on it fortifications. 
The English immediately built a fort at 
this place, with the name of Fort Saint 
George. In 1648, they obtained a grant 
conferring on them the privilege of exerci- 
sing judicial authority over the inhabitants; 
also an exemption from customs, and a 
moiety of the customs which should be 
paid by other traders. The town although 
in some respects incommodiously situated, 
rapidly advanced in commerce and 
opulonce; and, in 1653 the station of 
Madras was raised by the Company to the 
rank of a. Presidency”. 
In page 172 of the Gazeteer of 
Southern India, the following is found. 
‘In 1639, an amicable arangement 
was made with the local Naick or chieftain 
Damerala Vencatadri Naidu, by which the 
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English were to be allowed a settlement 
at a small Coopam or fishing Village which 
is now Madras It was necessary however 
to have a formal grant from the recognized 
sovereign who was then Sree Runga Royer, 
a descendant of the ancient Vijianagar 
kings * « « who came in 1594 to Chander- 
girs From this place tho Rayal issued his 
Sunnud on the lst March 1640, granting 
permission for the English to build a Fort, 
[t was one of the last Royal Acts of his 
race; for in 1646, "the Kootabshahee kings 
of the Dekkan drove him out of the 
sountry and he became-a refugee in 
Mysore. ” 

The following is stated in the Manual 
of the North Arcot District, page 24. 

“An invitation was therefore, sent by 
the Kalahastri Poligar (a tributary of the 
Rajah) to Mr. Day, the Superintendent of 
the Company’s factory, to settle within his 
lominions which extended to the coast. 
The offer was accepted and Mr. Day visited 
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the Rajah in lis palace of Chendergi'i 
where in 1640 a grant was made of a small 
strip of land on the coast, the first ever 
possessed by the British in Indias To 
protect themselves against the danger of 
attack from the restless and turbulent 
princes of the neighhourhood, a fort was 
built and named Fort Saint George after 
the traditional champion of England.” 

In page 14 of Auber’s Rise und Pro- 
gress of the Britsh Power in India, it is 
said “Mr. Day one of the council of Masuli- 
patam selected Madraspatam; the Naig of 
that district having offered, provided the 
English would settle there, to erect a 
fort at his own cost and to exempt them 
from all customs on trade. 80 much impor- 
tance was attached 10 securing this posi- 
tion, that without waiting for instructions 
from Hagland, a fortification was commen 
ced at the expense of the Company, the 
fort receiving the name of Fort Saint 
George ” 
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In Hamilton’s Hindoostan Vol II page 
418, the aforesaid event is thus recorded. 

“This part of the coast of Coromandel 
was probably visited at an earlier period 
by the English but they possessed no fixed 
establishment until A. D, 1689 in which 
year, on the first of March, a grant wag 
received from the descendant of the Hindu 
dynasty of Bijanagur, then reigning “at 
Chendergiri for the erection of a fort, This 
document from Sree Runga Rayel express- 
ly enjoins, that the town and fort to be 
erected at Madras shall be called after his 
own name Sree Runga Royapatam, but 
the local Governor or Naik, Damerala 
Vencatadri who first invited Mr Francis 
Day, the chief of Armoogam, to remove 
to Madras, had previously intimated to 
him, that he would have the new Enghsh 
establishment founded in the name of his 
father Chennappa and the name of Chen- 
nappa patnam continues to be universally 
applied to the town of Madras, by the 
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natives of that division of the South of 
India named Dravida, In consequence of 
this perrussion without waiting for instruc- 
tions from the Court of Directors, Mv Day 
proceeded with great alacrity to the 
construction ofa fortress, which in India 
is soon surrounded by a town. The latter 
he allowed to retain its Indian appellation 
but the former he named Tort Saint George. 
The territory granted extended five miles 
along shore and one inland.” 

In page 216 of the North Arcot Dis- 
trict Manual, the author says ‘In tho 
middle of the 17th century the Kalahastiri 
Polygars had possossion of the country as 
far as Madras and Conjeeveram on the 
east and Wandiwash in the south, and 
from one of them named Damerala Venca- 
tadri Nayadu, Mr Day in 1639 obtained 
the grant of Chennakuppam, a small fish~ 
ing village north of Mylapur, whero after 
obtaining a Sunnud from the Rajah of 
Chandergiri he bult Fort Saint George. 
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Part of the agreement with the Poligar 
was that the new settlement should be 
called Chennapatnam after his father 
Chennappa Nayadu. The earliest Sunnud 
produced by the Polygars at the cession 
was one granted by the Emperor Auran- 
gaab which showed thab they then held 
their estate upon a military tenure being 
immediately subordinate to the Areot 
Nabob and bound at his summons to appear 
in the field with 5000 armed footmen. 
Their military power was always con- 
siderable.” 

Mr: Boswell in page 441 of the District 
Manual of Nellore says.— ‘* Gurava Naidu 
and Armugam Modalhar went and spoke 
to Damerla Ohennappa Naidu and obtain- 
ing his consent to make over to the com- 
pany the land forming Chennakuppam, 
situated to the north of Mylapore, built a 
fort’? aa ; 

“Myr, Francis Day, who was then chief 
of the factory proposed a move to the 
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south of the Dutch settlement of Pulicat; 
and in 1639 A. D, an amicable arrange- 
ment was made with the local Naik or 
Chieftain, Damarla Vencatadm Naidu, 
Rajah of Kalahasty, by which the Mnglish 
were allowed a settlement at a small 
Kuppam or fishing Village which became 
Madras”. 

The Damerala Vara as has already 
been observed were originally independant 
Chiefs of small tracta. They were 
however known to be great soldiers. 
Their aidin war used to be courted by 
several Hindu dynasties for defending 
themselves against the incursions of Ma« 
homedans, They were invited for thia 
purpose by the Gajepaties, and then by the 
Narapaties called the Raysle of Bejaya- 
nagur as already stated. ‘Lhe Uamerala 
Varu proving successful in the wars were 
granted by the Gajapaties and Rayals vari- 
ous tracts of country from near the present 
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Kurnool District to the Cape Comorin, the 
Damerala Varus acknowledging themselves 
to be fuedataries to the Rayals. They do 
not appear to have retained,rather acquired 
much of these grants. Seeing the Em- 
perors of Delhi have been overrunning 
Southern India, they offered to aid the 
Moguls and secure their patronage as the 
Rayals were losing ground. In the battle 
which was fought between Rajah Jeswant 
Sing for the Emperor, and Aurangazb and 
Morad, near Ugein, m November 1657, 
the Damarala varus fought for Aurangazib. 
This fact is acknowledged in a proclama- 
tion sent by the son of Aurangazib in 
Hijiri 1069 or A. D. 1658, after the battle of 
the 6th Ramjan H. 1068, the result of 
which was that Aurangazib became the real 
Emperor; vide Elphinston’s India, Page 524. 

The proclamation above referred to 
was from Sultan Mohamed, son of Sahib 
Giran Mohamed Aurangazib Bahadur 
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Badghahi Gazi, to Damarala Varu. After 
describing the victories gainec, ib goes 
on thus; 

“The victory won in the territory 
of Oojien hag been assigned to your name, 
for which, you have been exalted and 
esteemed.” <* We will send an army to~ 
wards Carnatic, under one of our nobles. 
We have lately heard from the potition of 
Govinda Row, that you have weitten ta 
your Vakeel here about your faithfulness 
and loyalty in our service, for which we 
will be pleased to show you our greater 
favour and esteem. We trust you will 
persevere in the same loyal course, until 
the arrival of our victorious forces there, 
and thereby expect the result and rewards 
of your endeavours and services from us.” 

Another communication was address- 
ed to the Damarala Varus on the first Saler 
of the 3rd year of Aurungamb’s reign, It 
was addreased by Salub Girani Sani, a son 
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of Mohamed Aurungazib Bahadur. 
Among other things, it stated ‘ Towards 
Carnatic our victorious army has been 
despatched, with the help of Kazi Moha 

med Hoosain and other officers with a 
view to putting down the rebellion in that 
country, and punishing the rebellious 
people. It is therefore necessary for you 
to show your fidelity on this occasion and 
thereby make yourselves hopeful of our 
rewards and fovourg. «e# Wo depend on 
your-bravery and experience in the order 
and control of the Province of Carnatic”. 
* By this means you may become disting~ 
nished among your equals, and be an 
object of our favors”. This expedition 
of the Mogul army is chronicled in page 
5-10 of Elphinston’s India- 

In Plevenga A. D. 1666 Damerala 
Koomar Akappa Nainivaru waited upon 
the Emperor and recovered many of the 
tracts which had been lost by Damerala 
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varus. There are documents dating 
from 1677 to 1700 A D. which show that 
he wielded large powerg at thig period. 
The Emperor Aurangazib wrote in 
1688 expressing his approval of tho past 
services of the Damulvarus, promising 
further-rewards and asking them to co~ 
operate with Mozam khan against Bejapur- 
Hiphinston’s India page 578 speaks of 
this expedition, Aurangazib wrote in the 
85th year of his reign to Akkappa Nayini 
Varu in AD. 1693 permitting him to visit 
the Emperor. The Emperor Aurangazib 
favoured this chicf with a Purwannab in 
the 87th year of his reign A. D. 1607 
conferring upon himin addition to the 
rankand Jahageer “we have exalted you 
with Nowbuth, tho title of Bahadoor, 
Martib, Fringed Palanqueon and the 
Mansub of Hufth Hazaree. You and your 
descendants therefore being signified with 
these honors should act according to our 
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orders.” Zool Fakir Khan, Vizier of the 
Emperor, wrote to this chief in the 
39th year of his reign conferring on him 
the body-guard Jahagive of Tirupassore 
Purgannah. There are in the records 
accounts prepared in the 39th year of the 
Emperor's reign showing the Jahageors 
ete, in the enjoyment of Akkappa Nayani 
Varu, There is yet another Purwan- 
nah issued in the 43rd year of the Bm- 
peror’s reign A. D. 1700 granting Akkappa 
Naidu certain Purgannahbs. 

With the discomfiture of the Royalus 
about A. D. 1654 the Damarela Varus 
appear to have lost good deal of their 
possessions. The Golconda dynasty 
appears to have given them back some 
provinces which had been conquered by 
them. Papers found in the Pagoda of 
Kalahasti show that Goleonda allowed 
Akkappa to rule from 1660 to 1680. 
Golconda dynasty was terminated by the 
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Mogul Emperor Inthe meanwhile Ak~ 
kappa Nayini Varu waited upon the Em- 
peror and was restored to his possessions 
by the Hmperor. 

In the first quarter of the eighteenth 
century there appears to have been many 
ups and downs in the fortune of tho 
Damarela Varus. 

x Tn 1745, he was succeeded by D, 
K. Vencatappa Nayini Varu. 

In 1748, Asof Jah, the Nabab Subhadar 
of Dekkan, arrived at Arcot. Damarala 
Vencatappa Nayanimvaru waited upon 
Asof Jah and rendered him servico. He 
was so pleased that he issued a Purwana, 
confirming the Jahagoer of Kalahasti, 
and granting its Fouzdari Reyenuc to 
Vencatappa Nayanimvaru, This Pur- 
wana refers to the one granted by Zulfikar 
Khan, a predecessor of Asof Jah, eviden« 
cing the raising of the Damarala Chief io 
the Munsab of Panjhazari and Commandor

of 2,000 Sowars and is dated the 39th 
your of the reign of Aurangazebe. This 
Vencatappa Nayanimvaru died issucless 
and his nephew Damarala Kumara Venca- 
tappa Nayanmvaru succeeded him in 1745 
A.D. 

It is said in the Vamshavaly or the 
Goneological statement that in 1746 when 
Monsieur La Bourdennais took possession 
of Fort Saint George, he found among the 
records of the English the Sannad written 
ont gold leaf and issued by the Rayalu and 
the Dimmut issued by the then Rajah of 
Kalahasti to Mr. Day, for the erection of 
Fort Saint George, and took them away. 

In 1746 two tracts of land consisting of 
Juingasamudram and three other villages, 
and Komme and seven other villages were 
acquired by this Chicf from the Emperor 
Mahomed Sha. The Sannads are dated 
4th Saffar IL, 1159. 

Similarly in 1748, Anwaruddeen Khan 
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Bahadur in the capacity of the Minister of 
Abmed Sha issued a Purwana granting 
to this chief more tracts in the Udayagus 
Division. The same officer communi- 
cated to Damarala Kumara Venkatappa 
Nayanimvaru that other tracts and 
honours had been conferred upon him. 
In another document issucd in the same 
year, by the same officer, the revenue ol 
the tracts under the Chief was calculated 
at 111,70,140 dams. 

In 1752 a scion of the Damarala Varua 
named Akkappa, fell in the battle of 
Samayavaram near Tanjore, while fight- 
ing on the side of the Mnglish (Vamsha- 
valee) 

In 1753 Mahommed Kamal who was a 
terror for some time in Nellore was cap- 
‘tured and lulled near Tirupathy by tho 
English force helped by Damarala Varus 
(North "Arcot Manual, page 42 and Vam- 


shavalee)

In a communication from Nazib Khan 
the Minister of Ahmed Sha, to this chief, 
dated the 5th February 1754, Daroor and 
other villagos were granted as Jahagir 
to Damarala Kumara Pedda Venkatappa 
Naywimvaru. Also Kanigiri and other 
villages were granted ay Jahagir in lieu 
of those held at Cumbum. 

In 1756, this Chief acknowledged Maho- 
med Ali, better known as Wallajah, the 
Nabob of the Carnatic. 

In 1758, the Marattas attacked Kala- 
hasti. In the next year the Hnglish 
defended Kalahast, vide Nellore District 
Manual. 

In 1777 Nabob Wallajah granted some 
hill Palliams or Talooks to this Chief. 

In 1781 Sir Eyre Coote, wrote the follow- 
ing letter to this chief. 

To Tan Nosio or mim Raszans, Rasan Daua~ 

RALA Vunoatarpa Natpoo, Bamapoor, 

Exalted in rank, Rajah Saheb, very kind 
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to the friends, may ha Uvelong. At the 
beginning of the arrival of our victorious 
army from Bengal to Madras, being in- 
formed of your loyalty and good wishes for 
the British, a letter was addressed to you, 
which is certain to have been received, and 
in which the following para was inserted : 
“that His Highness Nabob Wallajah had 
written an Enoyetnama to you regarding 
the exemption of ¥ years’ revenuo of your 
territories, and that you will consider iL 
confirmed, and no alteration or deviation 
will be effected in it, and as long as your 
troops will be garrisoned at out stations, 
Batta allowance will be paid by Sircar and 
in either conditions great favour has been 
done to you.” Now your Vaksol, with a 
note from the said Nabob to my address 
has waited upon me and applies for the 
Khowl for the exemption of tho 8 years’ 
revenues as well as batta to gs men, as 
long as they are with the victorious army, 
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and also states that you are very anxious 
to join the British army with your troops. 
Under these circumstances, I, on behalf 
of the Council of Madras and myself, write 
to you, that whatever engagement and 
agreement has been entered into between 
the High Nabob and yourself will be 
accordingly preserved by me and the 
council without least difference, and you 
will consider it certain without any con- 
tradiction even ag much ag a hair and with 
all peace and without any suspicion or 
fear call with your troops’as if it wore 
your house and finding us expectant of 
your arrival, cause pleasure to our mind by 
co-operating with us.

Your communication announcing tho 
despatch of 100 gunny bags of rice, sheep 
and fowl, etc. has been received with 
pleasure. In these times of trial whoever 
affords friendly assistance to the Company 
will never be forgotten and will surely be 
rewarded by the Company particularly 
yourself whose loyalty and fidelity to the 
Company is so well known and has been 
the source of much gratification to me. 

As by the Grace of God, the expenses of 
the victorious army are yery heavy, how 
can these 100 bags of rice received aftor 
so long suffice. Though it hag already 
been written it is now again repeated that 
in whatever way possible try to send pro~ 
vision for the army in abundance. If 
bullock be not available to carry provision 
ig must be sent by hired men, whose wages 
will he paid here, at any rate~gend it soon 
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and successively. 

These 100 gunny bags of rice will not 
meet the expense of | or 2 Battalions, how- 
ever your friendship at this moment con- 
sists in not failing to send the provision, 

Gunny bags are not procurable here; if 
possible, purchase them there and send as 
they are very particularly required here, 

Tt had been written to send your mon 
to Chenna Putton; probably the reply 
must also have been received by you.” 

In 1783 Nabob Wallajah thanked the 
Rajah for the aid he had rendered in re- 
covering Chandragiri and sent a khillat 
to him. 

In the same year Lord George Macart- 
ney similarly acknowledged the fact of 
having recovered Chandragin through the 
instrumentality ol the Rajah.

Your two letters informing the capture 
of the Fort of Chundergherry, with 2 
Nazar of 11 pagodas has been received and 
made acquainted fully with the circum- 
stances, as the capture of the fort of Chen- 
dergheery was effected through your 
bold exertions and in consequence of the 
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Company's victories in other places, a 
kilat of four pieces, as a mark of congratu- 
lation has been granted to you and will be 
received by you through Konari Row Va- 
keel. For the establishment of Police 
Stations communications have been made 
to Captain Campbell, Commanding Officer 
of the Fort of Nellore, and Captain Edmund 
Commanding Officer of the Fort of Oongole. 
Act as they will write to you. * * * 
As by the grace of God peace has been 
established in the country, all these and 
other matters relating to you will be settled 
and well managed. It is necessary that 
you should always manifest loyalty in 
Company’s affairs and with regard to the 
appointment of your people at Police Sta- 
tions act agreeably to the instructions of 
Captain Campbell and Captain Edmund, 
and consider myself always regardful of 
your affairs. 
What can be written more? 
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To tho oxalted in rdnk, Raja Saheb, 
kind to tho friends, Rajah Damarala Kuma~ 
ra Venkatappa Naidoo Bahadoor, May he 
live long.

Onthe 11th June 1790, the Rajah 
was asked by the Nabob to send his best 
Infantry to Colonel Kelly. On the 10th 
July of the same year, the Rajah was call- 
ed upon to garrison Chandragiri with 200 
warriors and to serve under the orders of 
Captain Massy. On the 14th July the 
following interesting letter was addressed 
by Wallajah to the Rajah,

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A treaty has heen made hetween 
mo and the Governor in Couacil of 
Cheenapatam that four out of the five 
parts of the Revenue should be allotted 
for the expenses of war and Tanahs; in 
case of any amount from the four parts 
of revenue being withheld or stopped 
for the expenses of war, the Company 
should have the liberty of appointing Daro- 
gas and Tahildars &o. I have accepted 
to pay six lacs of Pagodas in accordance 
with the treaty for the expenses of war. 
LT have written all this in detail to my 
protector Lord Cornwallis whose reply 
T expect within 40 days; when I will order 
you to act accordingly. Until then I give 
you strict order that if any one from the 
Company come, there you have to treat 
him respectfully and to pay him the 
instalments due by you for the Fasly year 
1700 taking receipts from him; but if the 
Company interferes in other affairs and 
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destroys the rights of our Government, you 
should not allow them to do so. 

On the 18th April 1790 Wallajab again 
wrote to the Rajah thus; ‘ 

Exalted in rank, Rajah Saheb, kind to 
tho friends, May he live long 

As the English are now ab war with 
Tippu Sultan the ruler of Mysore, it is 
incumbent upon those who are under their 
protection to accord all aid to them, as 
fav agit may be in their power, in order 
that this war may termiuate in favour of 
the English so that all may live in peaco. 
It is therefore written that you should 
without delay join Colonel Kelly who is at 
the head of the troops in the Carnatic and 
afford him all possible aid. #* « 

On the 31st idem Colonel Kolly wrote 
to the Rajah to joinhim with his whole 
army, On the 12th October 1790 tho 
Governor of Madras asked him to order 50 
Sawars with a Jamadar to go to Madras as 
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he had resolved to pay 4 Pagodas to each 
Sowar and 15 Pagodas to the Jamadar. 

On the 1st April 1791, Wallajah 
directed the Rajah to send “200 true, 
confidential and brave sepoys to the fort of 
Chandragiri” to work under the orders 
of the Commanding Officer of the fort and 
to carefully guard it. : 

On the 12th Angust 1791 Sir George 
Oakely Baronet wrote to the Rajah as 
follows;— 

11th Jeheejja 1205 Hijires. 
12th August 1791 A. D. 

Exalted in Rank Rajah Saheb kind 
to the friends, may he live long. 

That during these days it was known 
by tho Board of Revenue that the amount 
of “Peshkush” for the Fusly year 1200 
due by you was fully reaeived in Oompa- 
ny’s Treasury and caused much pleasure 
to my mind. Rest assured that as Jong as 
you will give effect to your promises with

such honesty, the Company's favour will 
be extended to you. By the Company’s 
kindness a Khillat accompanied with this 
letter has been sent, please us by wearing 
it. It was also ascertained from your 
letter dated 8rd Zeehujja 1200 Iijiree 
that I should supply you with certain 
muskets and that they may prove useful 
and cause pleasure to your mind I have 
therefore given instructions that whomever 
you will appoint 200 peices of muskets will 
he delivered to him here, What can be 
written more? 

To The Hxalted in rank Rajah Saheb 
Kind to the friends, Rajah Damarala 
Coomara Vencatappa Naidu Bahadur, 
May he live long! 

(Signed) Sin Gzoror Oaxcry Barons. 

The following letter was addressod 
by Lord Cornwallis to the Rajah. 

“Exalted in rank, Rajah Saheb, kind 
to the friends, may he live long. 
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Your pleasing letter stating that you 
had been pleased to hear of our favour 
and kindness, and that in now learning 
our arrival at Madras for the punishment 
of the enemy, your happiness was much 
increased, and containing many expres- 
sions about my loyalty and zeal in the 
discharge of the Company’s services which 
have been manifested for a long time; has 
been received and causod pleasure to our 
mind. That as you are zealously engaged 
in obeying and manifesting loyalty to the 
renowned Government, the preservation 
of your dignity will be regarded by me in 
such a degree that your honour and credit 
will be increased in abundance in the 
public. he other matters of my kind- 
ness towards you will be known by the 
communication of the Vakeel. What can 
be written more?

This was followed by another letter

I have to acknowledge with ‘much 
pleasure the receipt of your letter about 
the arrival of the elephants of the Govern- 
ment in your territories and forwarding 
them from thence with two Hurkaras 
(peons) towards our victorious army. 
By this you show your true intentions 
towards the Government. Your rank 
and fidelity will be remembered by me. 
Now it is hoped that you will always make 
me happy by such letters,

The following letter shows how much 
the services of the Rajah were appreciated 
by British Officers; 

Feost Colonel Robert Kelly dated the 
l4th August 

Lo 

Rajah Damaralah Kumara Venka 
Nair Bahadur. : 

Your letter received and read with 
pleasure. The endeavours and faithfulness 
which you have shewn about the affairs 
of the Company is quite evident to us and 
do not require to be explained. As writ- 
ten once beforo, you have to collect your 
troops and artillery and join the main 
army. You need not write the reply to 
this but it is better for the same purpose 
to havea special trooper. Itis necessary 
that you should as soon as possible join us. 
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His was an eventful period. Ile ruled. 
for 50 years, at times acknowledging the 
suzerainty of the Emperors through the 
Nabobs of Arcot and at other times defy 
ing it. He wasa very shrewd chief. He 
tried the French, the Marattas, Hyder and 
his own brother chiefs and found them 
wanting in several respects to be his 
suzerain, He eventually adhered to the 
British whom he helped to the date of 
his death. He consolidated the Estate of 
Kalahasti and recovered tracts which had 
been lost. His son Timma Naidu was a 
good warrior. He was turbulent to his 
father. The letter had to grant an allow. 
ance to him as directed by the Nabob and 
the British. This he enjoyed for a period 
of yoars. 

The following is an abstract of a paper 
of instructions the Rajah left for the 
guidance of his son Damara Timma Nayini 
Varu. Dated 10th January 1795, 
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You shall continue the usual worship 
in the Pagodas of the state, you shall teat 
the gifts made to Pagodas and Braming 
aa hitherto. You shall carry out our wishes 
in the matter of maintenance to our relatives 
and dependents, When the state debts may 
be paid off, you may raise tho allowances 
to our relatives and others as directed. 

We were always faithful to Hazaret 
Nabob Wallajah. Ho treated us well; but 
his son treated us unfairly, when the . 
English came to our rescue. If you act 
faithfully to the English, they will help 
you also aud you will be happy. If the Na- 
bob troubles you for Nuzzers, you should 
appeal to the British and they will be in 
your favor. 

You should be beware of those in- 
riguing persons whom we have confined. 

You may either confirm or resume 
our grants to certain officers of the Nabob.” 

Ii will be seen that in this paper he 
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refers to the debts due by tho estate, and 
advises his son to adhere to the English as 
they had been proved to have been more 
just than the Nabobs. He refers also to 
his having kept some turbulent persons 
in custody. 

Timma Nayani Varu ruled for 9 years. 
Hewasa terror to his neighbours. He 
however, assisted the British. On the 1st 
September 1795, Nabob Wallajah addressed 
the following communication to Oomdai 
Rajaha Rajah Timma Naid Bahadur, 

* The death of Rajah Damerla Kumar 
Venkat Naid Bahadur who was very much 
devoted’to me, has created much pain and 
sorrow. I take you, on account of the 
series of succession and allegcance, as the 
successor of the above mentioned deceased 
Rajah: as a mark of my great favor and 
kindness, I confer on you the title of Rayiji 
and Bahadur and herewith present you a 
Khillat and an Elephant. These presents 
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will glorify you and prove our great confi- 
dence in you. It is incumbent on you to be 
loyal to us and contirue a well-wisher of the 
kingdom, Your obediende and fealty will 
bo the means of your progress.” 

On the 25th November 1795, the 
Right onorable Lord Robert Hobart, 
Governor of Chenappatam &c, wrote to the 
Rajah Kumara Timma Naid Bahadur, to 
the following effect. “As it has come to 
notice that Nabob Omdathul Omrah Baha- 
dur hag sent orders to you to be ready 
with all your troops and weapong of war, 
near Arcot, waiting for further orders, you 
are hereby informed that you should not 
obey the said orders but should carry out 
thoso of the Honorable English Company, 
Orders to this effect have been received 
from the Secretary to the English Company 
at Home. You should therefore be very 
careful in obeying their orders.” 

The following is a translation of a 
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Bhat from General George Haris. / 4 
Gop. 

Rajah Sabib, kind to the friends, may 
God preserve him long. 

After the expression of sincerity and 
exalted esteem, be it known to the devoted 
hearé that your friendly letter offering 
congratulations on the occasion of the 
British Colors being hoisted on the fort of 
Seringapatam, on the death of the enemy 
by his acts of wickedness and on the cap« 
ture of his family, was received on the 
auspicious hour and caused much pleasure 
to the mind and proved your good wishes. 
May the almighty make this oczasion aus- 
picious to all the woll-wishers of the 
Company, especially to that kind friend, 
Rajah Sahib, kind to the friend, Noble of 
the Rajahs, Rajah Timma Naid Bahadur, 
May God preserve him long.

As it is felt now necessary to appoint 
an English Officer for the settlement of 
affairs and the revenues of Zemindaries, 
Mz. George Stratton hag been appointed 
on that duty with Takeeds and inatruc- 
tions, The objects of the appointment of 
that gentleman, as laid down in the notice 
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will be explained to you by him. There- 
fore it is necessary to adopt proper means 
to have it criculated throughout your 
Zemindary to be strictly acted upon 
You should also be fully obedient to all 
the orders received through that gentle- 
man. As it is our intention to carry on 
all affairs between the Company and you 
through him, you can recall your Vakeels 
who ave residents here on your behalf. 

On the same date the following Pro- 
clamation was issued by order of the Right 
Tonorable the Govornor m Couveil in Fort 
St, George 
$ Whereas it has become necessary 
to the preservation of order and good 
government aad to tho maintenance of 
the British authority in the Zamindaries 
of Venkalaghery, Oalastry, and Bomrazu 
pollam, thet the Rajabs of those places 
should be respectively restrained from 
exercising independent power and should

be subjected to the established regulations 
and laws of the State, wherefore the Right 
Honorable Edward Lord Clive Governor 
in Council of Fort St. George, has been 
pleased to appoint a British Collector for 
the purpose of residing in the Zamin- 
daries above mentioned, and of receiving 
directly from the Zamindars respectively, 
the amount of their Peshkush. 

Be it known therefore to the Zamin- 
dara aforesaid and to all Talookdars, 
Polygars, Ryots, aud others residing with- 
inthe said Zamindaries, that His lord 
ship in Council has further been pleased 
to nominate Mr. George Stratton to ¥he 
Collector of Peshkush. 

Now whereas it has been customary 
for the Zamindars aforesaid, to exercise 
Civil and Criminal Jurisdiction, in their 
respective Zamindaries, and whereas the 
exercise of such arbitrary power by 
dependent Zamindars is contrary to good 
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government, and to the respect due to the 
authority of the British Government; it is 
hereby proclaimed, that it is the inten- 
tion of the Right Honorable Hdward Lord 
Cliye Governor in Council of Fort 86. 
George, to establish regular and perma- 
nent Courts for the administration of Jus- 
tice, the security of person and property, 
and for the punishment of crimes under 
limited and defined laws, to be executed 
by. che sole power and authority of the 
British Government. Wherefore the said 
Zamindars of Venkataghiry, Calastry, and 
Bomrazupollam, and all officers and others 
acting on their behalf and by their orders 
are hereby required to refrain, in all time 
fo come from the exercise of Oriminal 
Jurisdiction, and fo submit all cases, 
whioh may hereafter ocaur involving life 
or limb to the exclusive cognizance of 
the said Collector of Peshkush. 

And whereas the Right Honorable 
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Edward T.ord Gliya Governor in Gonnel 
of Fort St. George aforesaid has judged 
ib expédient and proper to institute an 
enquiry into the internal Government, 
history, produce, and resources of the Za- 
mindaries of Venkataghory, Oalastry and 
Bommarazupollum. Be it further known 
to the Zamindars aforesaid that the said 
Collector of Peshkush has been instituted 
aud ordered toenqure into and to take 
accurate account of the actual state 
of Revenue in each taluq, purgannah and 
village, of the exact state of population 
imanufactnves and trade, of the soil, oli- 
mate and natural products of each Zamin- 
dary, of the former and present modes of 
admmistrating justice, police and law as 
well as of the Civil, Military, and personal 
establishments of the said Zamindars:-— 
Wherefore the said Zemindars are hereby 
ordered and dirceted to take notice af the 
same and to aid aud assist the said Collec- 
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tor in the execution of these extansive and 
important duties, but if (which God forbid) 
the said Zemindars or their officers acting 
by their authority shall be found to oppose 
the progress of these necessary enquiries, 
such a disobedience of orders will subject 
the offender to the most serious displea- 
gure of the British Government. 

« In proclaiming these his intentions, 
the Right Honorable the Gcvernor in 
Council judges it expedient to assure the 
Zemindars and inhabitants of Venkata~ 
ghery, Calastry, and Bommarazupallam, of 
the moderation, justicg, protection, and 
security which are the characteristics of the 
British Government and to invite them 
toa ready and chearful obedience, to the 
authority of the compauy, in the coufi- 
dence of enjoying under the protection 
of public and defined laws, every just and 
ascertained civil rights, with a froe ex- 
ercise of the Rehgious Institutions and 
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domestic usages of their ancestors.” 

Mr, Stratton was on the 25th January 
1802, called upan by the Board of Revenue 
to report “ what has beon the usual line of 
succession among the Chittore Poligars 
&e” and whether atany period a female 
hag succeeded.” He submitted a report 
on the 21st March 1802 that the Chittore 
Poligars generally conformed to the laws 
presented by the shastras” that an eldest 
son “yas laid aside only owing to his natu- 
ral imbecility and the Pallium devolved to 
hia next brother;” and that he found “only 
oneinstance of a female having succeeded 
in her own right 

On the 19th July 1802 Mr. Stratton 
wrote to the Board of Revenue thus;- 
“On receipt of your orders of the 
28th Ultimo, 1 made immediate application 
to tho Zemindars of Vencatagiri, Oalastry, 
Bomrazu Polliam and Syadapur for such 
Sanads as describe the nature of the tenure 
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on which they hold their respective lands, 
and, as some of the Sanads sent me by the 
Zemindars of Vencatagii and Calastry 
only generally express the condition of 
Nilitary Service, and others confer on them. 
particular dignities by which they are 
bound to attend the summons of the Sirkar 
with the number of men attached to their 
respective rank, I have under these cit« 
cumstances been induced to forward tor 
your information copies of all the Sanads

and trade, of tho soil, climato and = nitural 
products of cach Zdmindary of the formor 
and present modos of admmustoring justice, 
Polico and Law as} woll as of tho Civil 
Military and+persopal establishmonts of 
the said Zomindars} Wheroforo the said 
Zemindars are horoby orderad and direct 
ed to take notico olfthe same and to aid 
and agsist the said/Collector in tho oxar- 
tion of these oxtpnsive and impcriaut 
duties. But if (which God forlnd) tho 
said Zomindars or {how officors acting by 
their authority, shall bo found 10 oppose 
the progross of fho nooossary onquires 
such a disobedioneg of ordora will subjoot 
the offendor to the jnost serious disploasure 
of the British Govdrnment. 

In proclaiming those his intentions, 
the Right ITonble the Governor in Council 
judgos it expodient\to assure the Zomin« 
das and Inhabitants of Vencataghery, 
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Calastry and Bomrauzppollam,of the mode- 
ration, justice, protection, and security 
which are the charactgristics of the British 
Government and to invite them to a ready 
and choerful obedioncd to tho authority of 
the Company, in the cpnfidence of enjoy- 
ing under the protegtion of public and 
defined laws, every just and ascertained 
Civil right with a free \exercise of Religious 
institutions and domestic usages of their 
ancestors. Fort St George 22nd August 
1800,” 

Another proclamation was issued 
on the 24th August 1802, as follows:— 

“Whereas by a Proclamation bearing 
date of the 2nd day of August 1800, the 
Right Uonorable Edward Lord Chive, 
Governor in Council, proclaimed to tho 
Gemindars of Voncataghory, Calastry, and 
Bomrauzepalliam hia determination to 
subject those Zemindars respectively, to 
the established regulations and laws of

the British Governmont and whereas for 
the better execution of that intontion, if 
was furthor proclaimed that the Right 
Honorable Edward Lord Clivo, Govornor 
in Council aforesaid, has institutod an 
enquiry throngh the channel of tho Collocs 
tor into the actual state of tho revenue of 
each Talook, purgunnah and village, of the 
exact state of population, manufactures, 
and trade, of tho soil, climate and natural 
products of cach Zemindary, of the formor 
and persont modes of adminisio: ing justice, 
police, and law, as well as of tho civil, 
military and porsonal ostablishments of 
the said Zomindars and whorons tho Right 
Honorable Edward Lord Clive, Govornor 
in Council aforosaid, has deomed it to ba 
necessary to tho further progress of the 
measures described in the Proclamation 
aforesaid, for establishing the yogular 
administration of justice, tho scourity of 
persons and property, and tho punishment 
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of orimes, that the military establishments 
maintained according to usage by the said 
Zemindars respectively for the servico of 
the Stato should be entirely abolished, and 
discontinued for ever, wherefore the Right 
Honorable Hdward Lord Clivo, Governor 
in Council aforesaid, has resolved to relieve 
the said Zemindars from the burthen and 
expense of supporting the said military 
establishments im contormity 1o thow 
engagements, and to commute the mili- 
lary services of the Zomindars of Vencata- 
gerry, Oalastry, Bomrauzepolliam, and 
Sydapoor respectively, for a tribute to be 
paid in ready money in addition to their 
established peishoush. Tt is therefore made 
known, and hereby proclaimod according- 
ly, that tho said Zemindars respoctively 
havo been relieved from and after the first 
day of the current fusly year 1212 from 
the obligations of furnishing troops for 
the service of Government, of maintaining 
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forts or garrisons; and of furnishing 
military stores or imploments of war. In 
consequence of which commutation tho 
Right Honorable Hdward Lord Clive, 
Governor in Council aforosaid, has charged 
the British Govornment, with tho protec« 
tion and defence of the Zomindarios of 
Venkatagerry, Calastry, Bomrauzopolliam, 
and Sydapoor, against all enemies; the 
possession of fire arms, and of woapons 
of offence, having thorofore become unx 
neveasary to the safety of tho said Zomin« 
dars or to tho inhabitants of thoi Zomin« 
daries, the Right Tlonorablo Hiward Lord 
Clive, Governor in Council aforesaid, fur 
ther proclaims and publishos tho deter. 
mination of tho British Govornmont ta 
suppress tho use and exorcise of arms, 
and miliiary woapons, and accordiugly 
vequires all porsons inhabiting tho said 
Zomindarios to discontinuc tho use of such 
avmes and weapons. 
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In order that no inducement may bo 
wanting to the surrender of muskets, 
matchlooks, and Pikes, and in order that 
no person may be subjected by this Pro- 
clamation to a loss of his personal property 
the Right Honorable Edward Lord Clive, 
Governor in Council aforesaid, further 
proclaims that he has authorized the 
Collector to pay the value of such weapons 
to the persons delivering them, at the 
following rates:————~ 

For each Muskot 10 Rupees. 
For Do. Matchlock 5 Do. 
For Do. Pike 2 Do. 

But whereas it has been usual for 
the said Zemindars to keep in their pay, 
for purposes of external pomp and porso- 
nul splendor, cettuin ustublishments of 
poons bearing arms; and whereas the 
Right Honorable Edward Lord Ohve, 
Governor in Council, is desirous of comply- 
ing with the wishes of tho said Gemindars 
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to the extent necessary to tho purpose, 
and consistont with tho othor objocts of 
thig Proclamation; public and formal 
authority has beon grantod to tho said 
Zomindars respectively to maintan the 
number of peons for the purpose of pore 
sonal attendance, according to the rogistor 
to be kept of the said poons in the 
cutcherry of tho Collector. 

Tt is unnecessary to assure the Zomin« 
dars of Vencatagerry, Calastry, Bom auzo- 
polliam and Sydapoor, that the Rught 
Honorable Edward Lord Clive, Govornor 
in Council aforesaid, in the detormination 
of carrying those measures into offeot, can 
be governed by no othor motivos than 
those connected with the duty of providing 
for the permanont tranquillity of the 
Zomindarios. Tho Governor in Council 
disclaims overy wish of subjocting the 
Zemindars to any humiliation; but the use 
of arms being no longer requisite under 
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the change of the condition of their tenure 
and the discontinuance of that usage being 
indisponsably necessary to the preserva- 
tion of regular Government and the in- 
ereaso of prosporily ; the Right Tlonorable 
the Govornor in Council oxpects that the 
Zomindars of Vencatagerry, Oalastry, and 
Bomrauzepolliam, will relinquish a custom 
now become useless and yield w cheerful 
obedience to these orders in the assurance 
of enjoying with thoir families, tenants, 
and ryots, under a system of defincd and 
public law, evory civil mght together with 
the domestic usages and religious insti. 
tutions of their anscestors. 
Fort Saint George 24th August 1802. 

Publishod by ordor of the Right Hono- 
rable the Governor in Council.” 

Thus those Zemindars wore trans« 
ferred from the class of Foudatorios to that 
of aristocracy of the land enjoying. protec+ 
tion of Government from all dangers, a 
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protection which is guaranteod to its sub- 
jeots in genoral, 

Damerla Podda Vencatappa Nayini 
Varu was rocognizod in 1808 by the 
Madras Governmont as the Rajah and 
held the Samstanam of Kalahasti up to 
2nd May, 18380. lis youngor brothor 
Chinna Venoatappa Nayini Varun was 
treated as a nobleman of tlus famous 
family, He was succeeded by D. Timma 
Nayini Varu Tle diod in 1832, apyoint- 
ing his widow to manage tho Hstate and 
pormitting hor to adopt a son from among 
his volatives. She accordingly adc pted 
D. Voncatappa Nayini Varn in 1834, 

Damorla Vencatappa Nayini Varu 
assumed the managomont of tho Hxtats on 
the 12th Novombor 1884, and was rvo« 
cognized by Govornmont as tho adopted 
son and succossor of Damola imma 
Nayini Varu. Ue managed tho lstato for 
47 yoars and was known to be a patron of 
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learned men. His hospitality was prover- 
bial. At the time of the mutiny, he 
addressed the following letter dated 17th 
Decembor 1857 to the Government of 
Madras and it was published in the supple- 
ment to the Fort Saint Georgo Gazette of 
the 5th February 1858. 

* The Right Honorable the Governor 
in Council hag received with much grati« 
fication, the following loyal Address from 
the Zemindar of Calastry. 

Translation of a letter from the 
Zemindar of Calastry, to the Right Hono- 
rable Rozsert Lorp Harris, Governor and 
President in Council of Fort Saint George, 
dated 17th Decomber 1857. 

(After the usual respects and compliments) 

I respectfully bog leave to inform 
your Lordship that I am at a loss for 
words to oxpress my feclings of deep re- 
gret at the barbarous massacre of helpless 
and feeble women and innocent children 
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by the mutinous and treachorous Sopoys 
and othors of tho North West Provinces 
in Bengal and Agra, who ungratoful for 
the protection and support afforded them 
by the English Governmont and regardless 
of tho heavy retribution which awaited 
them, have heaped perdition upon thoir 
heads by betraying a Government renown- 
ed for its charity, justice and equity. 

2. My prayer and supplication have 
been that the robels and traitors might 
moot with the fate of the moths, which in 
their anxiety to approach a burning flamo, 
destroy themselves. The intelligence of the 
English Army having, with the aid of 
Providence, destroyed those traitors has 
created in mo inexpressible delight. 

3. My orisons to God are that those 
trailors who recklessly follow tho scanda~ 
lous example scl by those wretches who 
have already met with their ond, as also 
their aiders and their abottors may cro 
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long be entirely annihilated by tho English 
arm, and that alter their death, their lot 
may be with the damned, a punishment 
which they richly dosorve. 

4, The exertions which aro being 
mado in this country for the annihilation 
of the traitors, are very creditable. The 
protection, dignity, convenience, peace, and 
comfort we meebp with under tho British 
Government, were things wiknown in 
former Governmonts, and believe me, my 
Lord, when I say from tho feelings of my 
heart that I appreciate these benevolent 
acts of Government with the grateful 
feelings of a truly loyal subject. 

5. In former roigns the people 
of this country had no permanent seourity 
of their goods and chattels. Thoy wore 
themselves obliged to scek shelter from 
tho outrages of marauders in dense jungles, 
and underwont great inconvonionces; 
these miserios have beon happily averted 
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by tho British Govornmont, through whom 
wo enjoy ovory comfort in confidence, and 
woare mado to foor nothing. Although 
tho evilly disposed and disalfoctod have 
openly mutinied and robolled, (only to 
meet their own destruction), I firmly 
believe that tho pooplo of India would not 
forego the advantages and comforts they 
enjoy under thy British Govornmon', but 
would to @ man in accordance with his 
means and power subscribe thoir aid to 
that Government 

6G. I amdoing all that lios in my 
power to suppross the sproad of ovil 
reports and rumours concooted by the 
disaffected and the wiokod. 

7. I, who enjoy all tho comforts 
under a Government whose solo aim is to 
protect thoir subjects, do not conse to 
offer my prayer to God for the prospority 
of that Governmont. 

8 Irespectfully request your Lord. 
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ship will bo pleased to give the contents of 
this petition your kind and I beral con- 
sideration and invariably protect me I 
have nothing more to add,

He managod the Estate with so much 
success and he was ever so loyal to the 
British Government that he was on tho 
1st January 1876 made a Companion of 
the Star of India by Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queon. The numerous laws 
introduced by the British Government so 
much interfered with the collection of his 
revenues, that notwithstanding the excel- 
lence of his managomont he was compelled 
to borrow money for tho mosb necessary 
purposes of the Hstate and add to thle 
debts which he had inherited. The re- 
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vonues had fullea hut the punctuality in tho 
payment of the Government Peshkush had 
become very great, Monoy had therofore to 
be borrowed mostly for the paymont of the 
instalments of the Peshkush to Govern- 
ment, At the time of his death, he loft 
many laos of debt, and one Promissory note 
of the Govornment of India for Rg. 3,000 
to be inherited by his successor. 

He left six sons, having mado a will on 
the 16th February 1881. Ho communion 
ted to Government through the Collector 
of North Aroot the fact of his having loft «, 
will. This will was rogistorod by him on 
the 16th February 1881, in tho offise of tho 
Sub-Registrar of Agsuvancos at Kalahasti, 
By this will, ho recognized the right of his 
eldest son, a tight which he stylod os 
founded on the immomorial custom of bis 
family, to succeed to tho Zomindareo. A 
few yours before hig death, ho allowed hia 
successor io transact the busmess of the 
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Bstato. He provided maintenance to his Giler 
sons in the shape of grant of villages which 
ho had acquired from his private purse. He 
left a direction to his successor to grant 
them in the aggregate 20,000 Ra a year, 
having given to them houses, jewels, and 
furniture. All appertaining to the Zemin- 
daree he gave to his successor. He died 
on tho 22nd February 1881. 

Tlis oldost son, Rajah Omada Rajaha 
Raja Damara Kumara Muthu Vencatappa 
Nayanim Bahadur Varu succeeded to the 
estate ot Kalahastionthe death of his father. 
His succession was recognized by Govern: 
ment and he was honored with a Khillut. 
The Government order dated 17th May 1881 
No, 780 which accomprined it ran thus ;

the occasion of his accossion to tho 
Estate. 

2, The Nuzaur of 21 pagodas will be 
returned for transmission to tho Collector 
who will bo guided in tho prosontation 
of the Khilat by the instructions contained 
jn extract minutes of cosultation, datod 
21st April 1835, No. 415, Revenue Dopart« 
ment.” 

The predecessor of tho Rajah Saib 
having possessed a Promissory Noto of tha 
Government of India, a question was raised 
by the Bond Department of Govornmont 
whether the Rajah Sahib should not, like 
any ordinary person, bo roquired to 
produce a certificate of hoir-ship to own 
the aforesaid note. This question coming 
before the Government of Madvas, it was 
pleased to recommend to the Government 
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of India on the 2nd March 1883, No. 481 
that the Rajeh, like the Maharajah of 
Vizianagaram, be exempted from obtaming 
a certificate of beir-ship. Tho Government 
of India directod their Asstistant Secre- 
tary to address a lettcr to the Chief Secre- 
tary of Madras, dated the 16th May 1883, 
No, 922, complying with the recommen- 
dation of the Government of Madras ag a 
special case Ho was allowed by the Madrag 
Government in 1890 the honours which 
used to be received by his predecessor. 
Ceremonial attention accorded by His 
Excellency the Governor consisted of, at 
the reception at, and departure from, the 
Railway station (or pier), one officer of the 
Governor’s Military staff, undress, accom- 
panied the Chief to and from his rogidence, 
acarriage and pair with peons, servants, 
undress; an escort of Body Guard, I, N, 
©, officer, and fomr troopers. At the 
Durbar Visit at the Government Touse, 
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the Chiof comes in his own carriage Military 
' gtaft and servants undress) Ab tho roturn 
visit, two officers of tho Mulilary staff, 
to be in attondanco undress, carriygo and 
servants, full dress; Native Officers escorty 
Lord Lieutenant ordinary. 

His Excollency Lord Conomara was 
graciously pleased to pay a visit to the 
Rajah Sahib on tha 20th, March 1890, and 
His Excellency Lord Wonlock, on the 10th 
Uebruary 1891. 

The following is taken mostly from 
reports of Governmont officors. 

The Kalahasty Zemindary consists of 
two Divisions, viz. tho northorn end the 
southern. The northern is called Pamoor, 
and is bounded by the Venoatagiri and 
Chundi zemindaris on tho north; the 
Kandakur and Kavali Taluqs of the Nollore 
District, on tho ernst; the Almakue Taluk 
on the south; and the range of hills sepa 
rating it from Cuddapah, on tho west. Ite 
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villages are scattored in fivo Government 
Talugs thus;—In Atmakur 9 villagos; in 
Kavali 24; in Udyagiri 97; in Kandakur 
7; and in Kanagiri 64, making a total of 
194 villages, covering about 415 square 
miles, containing a population of about 
100,000 souls. 

Tho southern division contains 2 Talnqs, 
vie, Kalahasti and Cacuimad or Madorpauk, 
and ig bounded on the north by the Vencata- 
giri zomindary ; on tho cast by the same 
vemindary, and part of the Chingloput 
District ;on the south by the Trivellore 
Talug of tho same district, and the Naraina- 
voram Division of tho Karvotnaggar zemin- 
dary, and on the wost by a chain of hills 
separating it from Cuddapah, tho Chan- 
dragini Taluy and Karvetnaggar. 

Tho Southorn Division consists of 
several blocks of tracts containing about 
736 square miley. The oxtent of the ontire 
zemindari is 1,151 square miles. Its popu- 
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lation according to tho consus of 1891 is 
140,000 souls. Tho population of tho wholo 
zomindariisabout2,40,000souls. Tis prodneo 
1s paddy, ragey, candulu, Nuvulu, boan, 
pesalu, Minimulu, lamp-oil seed, korralu, 
jannalu, indigo &e. 

The following are tho datos of 
sowing and reaping tho several crops. 

Nunjah.—Paddy — Pasanam samba, 
sown in August and Septombor, haz vosied 
in January and Fobruary. 

Iswara Kora, sown in Soptombor and 
Octobor, harvested in Tobruary and Mavoh. 

Nor Sambakgari, sown wm Decembor 
and January, harvosted in Mareh and 
April. 

and crop Nollavari, sown in March 
and Apiil, harvosted in Juno. 

Punjah—-Ragegy. Alloo candaln, sown 
in August, harvosted in November and 
December. 

Cumbu, sown in June, harvested

in August, 

Groen pessalu sown in October, har- 
vested in January and February. 

The chief rivers are tho Suvaranamukki, 
the Rallar, and tho Arunanadi or Narayana< 
vanam river. The first flows past the 
town of Kalahasti, and goes in the Nellore 
district. Tho second risos among the hills, 
south of Kalahasti town and after flowing 
for about 25 milos in a north-casterly 
direction, doubles back to tho south-east 
and discharges into the Pulicat lake, It 
derives its name “ tho rocky river” from 
the rocky nature of its bed, a very unusual 
feature in tho rivers of the North-Arcot. 
The Arunanadi drains the south and con- 
tains 3 do tho othor two, excellent 
springs, 

The othor small stroarns ave the Vala- 
galamontha, in which Valaga fish avo 
caught and tho Kalingi in the Kalahasti 
division, and the Goddar, or barren river, 
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which is a tributary of tho Arunanadi in 
Madorpak. Tho Suvarnamukki and tho 
Rallar have dams of stone sob m mud built 
across thom. 

The peshkush or tribute payablo to 
Govornment is about Rupocs * 1,74,000 por 
annum beside local cessos which amount 
to about 27,000 Rs, Tho zcemindari now 
yields four lacs of rupocs a year. 

Tho soil consists of white clay, black. 
ved and sandy lands. 

Tho Zemindari is situated among tho 
Eastorn Ghats which aro abrupt and preci- 
pitous. It isa long straggling tract of 
country, in many parts very wild. ‘The 
hills ave composed of sand-stono and quartz 
resting on granite. Tho Inlls run to 
within a short distance of the Puleat 
lake. | 

Thore is a largo forest at Sadexiva- 
kone on the gonth of the hills which mm 


* 178,778-——6-—6 
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through the Kalashatri zemndari, but there 
are no considerable forests on any of the 
hills towards tho north, their rocky nature 
being adverse to the growth of treos. Wild 
pigs, wolves, chectas, hysonas, and spotied 
deer are found among these hills, 

Bangles which are made of sand are 
largely manufactured in the Kalahasti 
Taluq and carried for sale throughout tho 
Presidency. In Maderpauk largo red 
handkerchiofs which used to beheld in great 
esteem by tho natives were once manufatura 
ed and sent out for sale. This industry 
is now almost extinct. There is a small 
manufacturo of clotis in Kalahastri 
town, There is a large and ronownod 
Siva Temple in it. Tor the foast of 
Sivaratri, held in the month of Fobruary or 
March, a largo number of poople,congic- 
gatos, 

A portion of the Villapuram-— 
Nolloro Railway runs from Reonigunta 
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to Kalukasti and thonce to Voncatagiri 
and Nellore. Tho Railway Station is 
about a mile from tho rivor wluch forms 
tho western boundary of the town. The 
road from the station to tho riyor is 
cut across by two deop nullahs which 
render the road vory difficull for 
vehicles with springs. ‘Thoro is a docont 
road from Renigunta to Nayadupot, a 
distance of 88 milos. This road passes 
through Erped and Kalahastii, Trom 
Eirped a road runs to Vencatagiri. Tho 
road from Narainavoram 10 Sativecoo 
passes through somo of ths zomindari 
villages to Madorpauk. Tho road from 
Trivollore railway station also passes 
through somo zomindari villagos and joins 
the Nagalapuram Road. 

Tho Zomindari though it pays a Road 
Cess of Rs 27,000, gots vory little in 
return in theshape of now roads or in the 
maintenance of the oxisting roads in 
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good repair. 

The exports of Kalahastri aro paddy, * 
saffron, chillies, indigo, goapnuts, blue. 
stones, medicinal and dyoing root, ete. 

Tho imports aro fow, consisting of 
tobacco, jaggery, tamarinds, paddy, oil- 
seeds, cloths and somo dry grains. 

The ryots of tho zemindari are not 
well off, but aro not worse than their 
brethren in the noighbourhood. hoy do 
not migrate but reccrvo omigrants. 

The Zomindari is involved in dobt, 
The present Rajah is doing his best to 
extricate himself from these debts. 

The Govornment is sympathetic, and 
much good is expocted from this attitude 
of the Goyornmont. It has promised 
loans undor the provisions of the Land 
Improvement Goan Act 1883, amounting 
to four lacs of Rupoos for tho improvement 
of the sources of irrigation to the lands 
of the Hstate.

That by a lettor to his addyess, undor dato 
tho25th April 1861, yom Petitioner 
was informod that tho Government 
of Madras, by 1t9 crdur of the 9th 
Apul 1861, had dotormmod hencoforth to tiko 
upon itgelf tho collection of the Moturpha tax 
within the hmits of hig Zommndary, and to a low 
your Pelitionor componsation for the same, 
such componsntion to be determined upon a 
review of the collections of the sad tax of tha 
last three years. 

2. Your Petitionor was in tho said letter 
wfoimod that no objection on lis part would 
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bo attended to. 

3. At tho same dato a novice was issuod 
by tho Colloctor to all the inhabi- 
Boo App B. tants of your Petitionor’s Zemin- 

dary, poromptorily calling upon 
them to pay their Moturpha tax to the Collector, 
and enjoming your Petitioner not to interfere in 
the collection. 

4. Agamst this arbitrary and utterly 
illegal interforenco with your Potitionor’s just 
rights, which havo been conferred upon him by 
the British Government in perpetuity by its 
solemn doed, which ho and his ancestors have 
enjoyed even befote the British powor obtained 
tho Government of this country, and which are 
inalonable without his sonsent, he now protests 
and appoals, 

5. Your Petitioner submits that this m-« 
Imngomont of his rights, withont his consent, 
is an arbitrary violation of the law, by which 
the Governmont is as much bound as the mea 
nost of its subjects and he would respectfully 
ask how any Govornmont can expect an obedi- 
ence to tho laws, if 16 sets the example of 
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iufiinging them for 1ts own convanience: and 
what scontity there onn be for tatle and posses 
sion, 1f grants cun be tlus rosumod at ploasuro, 
in the teeth of the moat solemn e1 gagementa : 
what nasaurance can your Petitioner, and other 
Zemindars situated as heis, hav, that thoiv 
other rights, even in the land itself, will be 
respected, ifit should at any time seem fitting 
fo the Government fo dopart from its own sealed 
deed ? 

6. Not only has the Government no legal 
right to take the collaction of the Moturpba tax 
out of your Petitioner’s hands, but tho nct ia 
in direct opposition tothe solomu promise of 
Her Majesty tho Queen, made in hor miacions 
Proclamation of the lat Novembo: 1858 to all 
the inhabitants of Bfindustan, in which sho 
BAYS j— 

“ We horeby announce to the native prinees 
of India that all treaties and ongagements made 
with them, by or under the authoity of the 
Honourable Hast India Company, are by ua 
accepted, and will bo scrupulously mamtained ; 
and wo look for the like obso: vance on ther part, 
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Wo dosiro no extension of your presont torritori- 
al possession , and while we will permit no ag- 
gression upon our domin ons or onr right to be 
attompted with impunity wo shall sanction no 
encroachment on thoso of othe s, Wo shall 
respect the rights, dignity, and honour of native 
princes as our own, and wo dosire that thoy, 
as well as our own subjects, should enjoy the 
‘prosperity and that social advancoment which 
can only be secured by intornal place and good 
Governmont. 

We hold ourselves bound to tho natives of 
our Indian territories by the same obhgations 
of duty which bind us to allour othor subjecis ; 
and those obligation, by the blessing of Al- 
mighty God, we shall faithfully and conscien- 
tously fulfill”? 

7. Indepondonily of this gracious promise 
and assurance, and asstiaimg that it had nover 
been mado, your Potitionor submits that tho 
Government has no legal right to act ag it has 
done in this matter. He feels that the languago 
in which he has expressed himself is strong ; 
but the ocoasion is one which justifies it ; and 
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he means no disrospoct to tho Goveinmot, of 
which he has always boon a loyal and faithful 
anbjoct. 

8. Your Petitioner will now call nilontion 
to tho indisponsuble proofs of his position that 
tho late act of the Govoinment 18 legal. 

9. The torms of his Sunnud, dated dtl 
Seo App C. August 1802 avo as follows — 

“Phe pormanont domand fixod by thig 
sunuud on your Zom'ndary is oxclusive of the 
Rovenue dorived from the mannfactuio and salo 
of Salé and Saltpotxe ; oxclusivo of tho sayer o1 
duties of every doscription tho ontire admini~ 
stration of which tho Government 1oso1ves to 
self oxolusive of the tax on tho salo of apimtua 
ous liquors and inloxicating diugs ; exclusive of 
all lands and rsooms horolofore appropriated 
to the support of Police Ustablishments, The 
Govornment reso. ves to itself tho ontivo oxoi cise 
of ils discretion in continuing or abohshing, 
tomporanly or pormanently tho articles of rove- 
nue included according to the eustom and 
practice of the country under the sevoral heads 
above stated,” 
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10, These toms are d ferent from those 
made use of in tho case of the generality of 
Zomindars. The ordinary claugo in the snn- 
muds granted is as followa :— 

“The pe manent assessment of the land 
fax on your Zomindary ia exclusive of tha 
yevenus derived fiom the manufacture and sale 
of Salt, and Saltpetre ; exclusive of the sayor 
or daties of every descmption, whether by Sea 
or Land, the entire adminatration of which the 
Governmont reserves to itself exolusive of the 
nhkaiy or tax on the sale of spirituous liquors 
aud intoxicating drugs, exclusive of the excise 
which isor may be levied on commodities or 
articles of consumption ; evclusive of all twwes 
personal and professional, as well as of those 
from Markets, Tairs, and Bazaars, exclusive of 
Lakkoraj lands (lands oxempt fiom tho payment 
of public revenue) and of all other alienated 
lands paying a small Quib rent, (which quit rent 
unchangeable by you ia included in the assets of 
your Zemindaty) and exclusive of all Lands and 
Russooms horetofora appropriated to the sup- 
port of Police establishments, The Government 
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rosorvos to itsolf tho ontire exorcise of its dis- 
cretion in continuing or abolishng, tompormily 
or permanently, the articles of Revenuo includ- 
ed according to the custom ant practico of 
tho country under the sovoral heads abovo 
stated,” 

11, Honco it will be soon that in tho Jasé 
class of sunnuds, the Government rosoi vos to 
itself the 1ight of subsequent interference with 
“taxes personal and professional,” within which 
description the Moturpha tax unquostionably 
falls. 

12, It amghtb bo sufficiont to point ont 
that no such right or powor 18 reserved to tho 
Government in [your Potitionor’s Sunnnd, and 
there leave it to the Govo2 nmont’s sanso of 3 x8tica 
to vescmd its vecont ordor as onlra vires, and 
contrary to law. 

18, But your Potitionor will justify lus 
caso by aveferonce to former docisiona, whon 
this very question, nnd questions of a cognate 
nature, have arison; whon i6 will bo sean 
that the Governmont, upon agoortaining that 
it had not the powor by law to carry out 
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its wishes with respect to your Potitioner’s 
Zomindary, at once bowed to the authority of 
the law, and forth with dropped its intention as 
unfeasible. ‘ 
44. The Proceedings of the Revenue Board 
of tho 8th July 1816 expressly re. 
Goo App. D, cognize the distinction between 
your Petitiona’s Zemindary and 
Ordinary Zomindaries. Bus as the subject then 
was that of powor of resuming shenated lands, 
and vot connected with the Moturpha, your 
Potit‘oner will not further comment on it, 
15. On the i4th September 1829 tho 
Court of Fonjdaree Adault deter- 
Seo App Es mined that the Government could 
not inte: fere with the Police in the 
way it dosred, and that if the Zomindar did not 
consont to tho wish of Qovornment, there was 
no holp for it If it were necessary fo cito 
authority for the fundamental principle of 
justice that a contract carnot be varied except 
by the consent of both the parties to it, thia 
decision would be direotly in point. But it 
ent nob be necessary to do moro than appeal to 
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the moral sense of right implanicd in ovory 
human bicast for the recognition of so olomen- 
tary a proposition. 

16 But in tho year 1820 this vory subject 
came under discussion. ‘he CGovornmont thon 
dotermined, as if has now, to rosume tho colloc- 
tion of the Moturpha tax; but as your Pebi- 
tione:’s ancostor, the thon holder of the Zomin- 
dary, would not consent, tho Government at 
once abandoned its intention, on the ground 
that the form of your Potitioner’s sunnud vary~ 
ing from the ordinary sunnuds: gave the Goy- 
ernment no power legally to intorfora, ‘Tha 
Board of Rovenuo on that occasion forwarded to 
the Collector of Northern Arcot the following 
Letters under date the 4th Decombor 1820,

2, With roforonce to tho repiesontations 
of the Zomindars, that these collections woro not

the authenticated copies of tho sunnuds granted 
to thom, and observe that thoy differ matorially 
from the printed form of sunnud-i-Milkent 
Tstomerar, 

3. This last form agroes in all respects 
with Section [V Rogulation XXV of 1802, and 
in it the Moturpha or taxes personal or Profes+ 
sional 13 stated to be exclusive of tho kists pay- 
able by the Zomindars to Government who 
rosorves to itsolf tho entire superintendence of 
those articles of Rovonue, bué i the sunnuds 
granted to the Zemendar of Calastry and Bom- 
aque tins reservation is specially omitted. 

4. ‘Younro therefore authorised to abandon 
all claims on the part of Government to the 
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collect‘on of this tax within the hmtts of those 
Aomundaries, and you will inform tho Zemindms 
that they may continue to collect the Motmpha 
as formerly, the amount thereof boing mcluded 
m the assets upon which their [peshensh was 
fixed.

17, There has been no alterations in the 
Jegal relations of the Government and your 
Potitioner since then. His sunnud has never 
been varied ; and what would have beon ilegal 
then cannot be legal now, 

18, Your Potitionor percaives that the 
Government proposes to make him peonniary 
compensation for the loss of his Moturpla: and 
he admits that if may possibly bo moro von- 
venient to the Government to have ono uniform 
system of collections allover the country; but 
even the beauty of umfomity must yield to law. 
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Whon tho Judge i requostod “ to wreat once 
the law to his authority,” ho .ephes, ‘1 muat 
not be.’ Todo even a great right, it is never 
yuat or even politic m the long run, to do even a 
“hitle wrong” much less, when the wrong is to 
be wrought only on the score of convenience, 
simpheity, or tho like, 

19. No pecuniary componsation can be any 
satisfaction to your Petitionor, As the country 
advances im wealth and prospority, your 
Potitioner’s revenue will vo increased by the in+ 
creased Moturpha, To assess his compensation 
thorofoie on tho past threo years’ collections, is 
manifestly insufficient But the Moturpha has 
in your Petitioner’s eyes a praiwm affectionis, 
for which money can never afford lim a compon+ 
sation, He cannot but auffor loss of dignity 
and a dimiuution in the respect of lus people 
throughout tho Zomindary, uf thoy see him 
stripped of ono of his priv logos, and the Govern« 
ment coercing him to sulmission by the meio 
forco of superior might agains! his oxpresyod 
desire and the express terms of then own solemn

Dvtract from the Proceedings of the Board of 

Revenue under date the 8th July 1816. 
Read again letter from the Gollestor in tho 
Northern Division of Arcot noted iv the margin, 
with its several on- 
Tiom'M1, Giame, Uth closures No 1 and 5 
es a of which enclosure No. 
lia a letter fiom the Zeminda of Calnstry to 
the address of the late Governor, His Dxcellency 
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Yaeutonant General Abercromby. 

1. From these papera it appeva that tle 
giandfather of the present Zomindar made over 
at vartona times between the years 1776 and 
1796 the revennes of certain Vil ages to poisons 
having or supposed to have: influence at the 
Dmbar of 1s LHighness the Nabob of Arcot, 
and afterwaids with the British Gover nment— 
and on varioua other pretexta of frindslnp, or 
private pucuniaiy services. 

2, Between the ycats 1796 ond 1804 the 
villages in question werd resumed either by the 
presont Zemindar or lis fathe: from which time 
the Zomindar has rontinued te receive the rents» 
until about three years ago—when suits for the 
recovery of some of then were instituted in the 
Zillah Court of Ne lore—-and the villages adjud- 
ged to tho Pla't tiffs. 

8. lo Zam dar thereupon addressed the 
above mentioned ktter to General Abercromdy ‘n 
which ho states gonorally what wore the oc isions 
of the Grants, and the uiderstood terms of there 
tenura—insists upon Ing father’s and lis own 
light to rosume them—and declares the diffic ilty 
to which he sl ould be exposed in pay'ug his

in question we1o alionations without duo authorily 
or moro strictly spoaking not ahonations at all 
ag tho word alicnation must bo undeslood in 
tho regulations—becauso, not oxempt from pay- 
ing iovenue to Covornmont. ‘he Rajaha or 
Zomindars might ahenate from thomaclyes bug 
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they could not alionato fiom Govoinmont. fn 
order however to so tho Zoniadms and 
Goveinment tho troublo of an mqury at tho 
time the permanont settlomont was formed, the 
villages in quostion woro reserved for future 
1iquiry, that is, thoir value was not included in 
the assots of tho Zomindary. Undor this 1eser- 
vation if proved the nglt of the Zemindar to 
the Villages must fall to the giouud and with it 
his right to roswno thom. 

9, ‘Thero om oxist no doubb that fiom the 
dato of the cahost grant for the village executod 
by tho fommor Rajahas or Poligais, to that of 
tho latost resumption by the preseuti Zomindar, 
all tho Villages in thoir Polhams not alienated 
by due authority, that is with tho sanction of 
the Sovorsign Powor, werd hablo to bo rasumod

10. In order to ascortain in what mann o

the copy of the sunnud grven to um on fixing 
the Jumma of Ins Zemindary im perpotuty. 

11. In the sunnud granted to, and 
Cabooliat executed by Zemindars, with whom a 
permanent settlement is made, the following 
clause has been o1dinarily inso ted. 

4th. hus permanent assessmont of tho

“(lands exompt from the payment of pubhe 
revenue) and of all other alienated lands pny- 
‘ang a small quit rent, (which quit icnttn- 
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chai goablo by you is included in the assets of 
“you Zomindary) and exclusive of all Lands 
“and Russooms heretofore appropriated to the 
“support of Poheo establishments The Gove 
“ernment roserve to itself the entire exercise of 
“ots diseretion, in conuunning or abolishing, 
“temporarily or pormanontly, tho articles of 
“Revenue included, according tothe custom 
‘and practice of the country under the sevoral 
heads above stated.” 

12. Tt appoais from tho Copies of tha 
Sunnuds in the Offico of the special Commission 
giantod to the Western Zemindais of Vencata- 
ghorry, Calasiry and Bomrauzo that the above 
recited clause was not insoited in the Cabooliat 
and Sunnuds sent to Mr. Stratton for theso 
Zommndarios ; indeod the Sannud as now p intod 
and used had not at that time beon propmed 

+ . It is also nocossary to remark that the 
elauso usnally inserted in Sunnuds and Cabool- 
inis respecting sliennted lands conld nob have 
atood im those exceuted for the Wostern Zemmn- 
duties oven if tho present form of Sunnud hed 
oxated at tho tame-because it was mtonded to 
grve authority to these Zemindars to 1osume 
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ahenations or agvsignments made by thmselves 
to Miltary retaineis. 

18, Tho Board romark fu thor that the o 
were various alionated Villages not connocted 
with Military tenuro, that of those o yoparato 
lst was submitted by Mr Strotton m Ins Report 
under date the 2lst July 1801 and that the 
value (that is the value of tho Ci car share) of 
these Villages, was doducted fiom tho total 
assets priviously to fixing the future Jumma of 
the Zomindar of Calastry.

1 When my Zomindmy was under the 
Mahomodan Govornmont, a Poshensh of Pago- 
day 10,775 was paul, and a sibbondy mamtained 
by us, and tho wholo dei yablo income enjoyed 
by usw 1 full powor ovo> tho village servants 
nud thoi omolwuonts. 

2 When it was taken undo tho British 
Government, the Military Sorvico was commut- 
ed ard addod to the Poshoush of Pagodas, 10,775 
uid the sum of Pagodas 54,398 fixed ag tho 
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Posheush, and a Permanent Cowle was issued on 
the 24th day of August 1802. 

In paras 2 and 8, tho items which com- 
poso tho Poshcush ao stated and m para 5, 
tho items of Sayor, Abkariy, Salt, Sal.potro and 
Pohce aie rosorved to the Governmont, and 10 
para 9, tho powor to call for Accounts ona 
sub-division of the Dstato, and in para 11 about 
Curnums —and a Cabooloat containing prociscly 
the same expressions was takon from my pre- 
decessors, 


8. When the Cowlo and Cabooloat wei 
prepared tho Special Commissioner wrote to Mr. 
Stratton on the 25th August 1802. [n para 10 
of this highly important document 1b duocts him 
to assist tho Zomindars patiently, to uso most 
porsuasiye and conciliatory measwos in recon- 
ciling thom to tho chango that tho measwio then 
to be executed had been under the contompla- 
tion ot the Biitish Government fo1 moro than 
seven yetrs, and that it had been ropeatedly 
submitted to the Honorable Court of Dnoctors 
and to tho Governor Gonor] im India, and to 
assy e@ the Zemindais that a icsolution so form- 
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Ny and dchboratoly passed will not bo able to 
chango. Jt will tho-oforo bo apparont io your 
onhghtonod mimd that all mattors woe to be 
disposed of m confermby te tho provunons 
of the Cowle and Caborlovt and which wore 
to be hold as “ not liable to change” 

4, Inyour Procoadingsdated 8th July 1816 
paras 9, 10. 11, 12. and 18 and in tho latter 
part of 21, the Bond ruled that Rogulation 23 ° 
of 1802 was not apphoable to my Zemindary 
ard that tho resrmption of naclauod aud Take 
raj Jands was in the courso of my ordinary 
nathonty invostod in me. 

5. Whon Mr Cook (tho lato collector of 
Novth Arcot) proceeded {o collect the Mortu- 
pha tax undor provision of Soction 4 Rogulation 
25 of 1802 in my Zoriindmy, your Boad 
undor dato 4th Docombor 1820 wore ploased tu 
nogaive that ofheor’s ordois with tho romnk 
that tht sootion had refoi once only to the more 
recount prmded Cowles and that my Zomindary 
situated as it waa not comprehended in its 
provisons, 1 have therofore continued to 
exoorciso the isght of collection to this day, 
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6. When tho provisions of the samo Rega- 
lation were sought to operate i1 tho resumption 
of tha Dnam Village of Poddapaolaaioo, your 
Board were pleased iu their proceodings under 
the views of Government dated 6th Ap 1 1839 
to restore tho same with the moans profits. 

7, While I waa thus enjoying full seonrity 
under the provisions of tle permanent Cowlo and 
Cabooleat and aupported by your Board, the lata 
Collector Mv. J D. Bourdillon on tho 24th April 
wud 281d Muy 1850 furwatded au order tu tho 
effect that under the structions of your Board 
the provisions of Regulation 6 of 1831 were to 
be extended to my Zeminday and thoiefore 
with the exception of the office of Cuinume, &

the Law officors may by obiainedon tho [st 
Vohrumy tho Collector Mr. Whiltingham com- 
munonted the proccodings of {hg Board of 
Rovonuo ditdd 4th January 1865 on the viows 
of Goveinine it which wore, thet os there waa 
no oxception made 1b was desirablo that the 
quostion, whethor Rogulation 6 of 1831 18 ap- 
pheablo to the Calagtiy and othor Zemindiios 
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should be brought to a Judicinl docision, that

terest, and that it novor roforred mo to any 
Judicial atthority and bogged that the wholo 
matter m all its bearings may bo hiought 
efore Government m the usual souso while 
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the roquisition in the moanwhile for tho accounts 
should be kopt in aboyance. Mr Whittingham 
is of opimon that thoro is no altornativa loft for 
him to act, but that Camay submit my caso for 
tho cons doration and ordors of tho Board and 
that the accounts should bo forwarded at an 
only dato for the information of the Bomd and 
wluch has boon insisted upon by frequent do- 
mands upon mo, I therefore bog Ioave to bring™ 
the following arcumstancos for the considoration 
of the Board. 

10. Save and oxcopt the 56 itoms alluded 
toin pwa 2and8of this address which tho 
Govornmont roservod, all other items including 
Village officors was granted to me and as shown 
in paras 4, 5 and 6has 1eceived tho countonanco 
and support of both Revonuo and judicial 
nuthortios morcovor if at was tho intontion of 
iho hgh contracting powois in gyanting tho 
cowlo to roservo authority ovor tho Villago so1- 
yanls accoadmg to Regulation 6 of 1881 & 
which (the conditions of tho cowlo) by thoir 
own xdmission had boon undor deliberation for 
any yours, thoy would no doubt have mado 
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provisions for it in the document: but bocanso 
such was not theix intentionis clemly proved 
by the fact of their silence on this pomt alone, 
while it clearly alludes to the mannor in which 
tho nomination and romoval of Cunums should 
be established and thereforo there 1s no ground 
now to suppose that suck omission arose front

Again altho’ the provisions of 
Bection 3 Rogulation 25 of 1802 are not appli« 
cable tomy Zommdary—yet it clomly states 
that the Cowles granted to Zomindars, bo they 
what thoy may—aro to bo held in thoir striet in« 
togrity and I cannot but fail to undorstand that 
when the cowlo is sient on tho pomt of village 
servants and I have beon oxcorcising authority 
for upwards of half a contwy and havo boon up> 
held m it by yourselves that evon tho provisions 
of Rogulation 6 of 1881 or any other Regulation

could havo for it3 object the contravention of 
righ 4 or tho wroesting of paiviloges and im- 
munilios from Zommdars guaranted to thom by 
cowlos which we havo boon made to undorstat d, 
as it Lears upon its fico, tho charactor of par- 
avanency— 1 leave its consideration to the um- 
partial and enhghtoned sense of the Board, 

11 Apart from this, it will ocour to your 
Bonrd that the cowlo itself is tho vory instru- 
mont which would provent my relinquishing tha 
authority over my Village servants and comply» 
ing with your Ordora. The provisions of Regulation 
6 have roforenca to those Zomindaries wl osa 
Peshoush has boon based on the Permanent 
sottloment undor Regulation 25 of 1802 and ta 
the interests of Govarnment, but not to those 
Zomindanies whose Peshoush has boon fixed by 
a commutation of Military service as explamed 
jn para 2, and whioh aro to this day so stated in 
the recoipts of Govor amont. 

12, But where tho permanent land tax has 
been fixed oxclusive of Bhutwmty ond seryico 
[nama and assessed Janda undor regulation 25 
of 1802 which Seotion 1 and 2 aa well as in Seo, 
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8. of Regulation 6 of 1831 refer gonorally to Ze- 
mindara so situated, the provisions of those Regu- 
lations may well apply to them—not to Lhosa 
whose Peshoush has been fixed on a commutation 
of Military service. It 1s for the Board to deter- 
mine whether my Zemindary comes under the 
provisions of those Regulations or not. 

18, In Regulation 6, the al enatien of ser- 
vice Hnams is prohibited, so also in Regulation 
4 of the same yoar; it is extended to Biubwurty 
Boams. The Suddor Adawlut on the 2nd January 
1848 directed that the provisions of the late 
Regulation should operate in all Zemindars and 
when the Judge of Nellore proceeded to carry 
out the order in tho Vencataghory Zsmindary 
which ig situated like my own tho higher Court 
on a consideration of the provisions of the cowle 
ruled on the Sth August 1851 that their odors 
ofthe 24th Janiary and Rag dation 4 of 1831, 
and Act 81 of 1836 were not apphoable to tha 
Westorn Zemindaries. This evan was confirmed 
by the orders of Government 15th Augnst 1852 
and by your Board on the 21st August 1851. 
They aie before you. Again in Regulation 
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4 and 6/1881 at is cloarly stated that the several 
allowauces g anted siould he applied to the 
purpose for which thoy wore ginanted. It will 
porhaps occur to your Board that where the 
provisions of Regulation 4 was ruled’ by J sdicial 
and Reyonue author ties and sanctioned hy 
Goverument as not apphoable to my Zemindary, 
that of Regulation 6 based on the samo principles 
would also beinapplicable, Tho kind of Zominda: 
ries not being stated in the viows of the Comt 
in 1837 reforred to so confidently in the recent 
ordera of Government, I must fal to understand 
that partioular justico Which rofors me to a 
Jadioal tribunal only in the oage of Village 
servants, who aie aubjeot to my authority for a 
vory long poiod andeyon maintained in it by 
previous administratiors, are the wishes of the 
presont Government parallel with it, I loave it 
tothe Bond, nay to the Govornmont, to say whoe- 
thov my Zemindary, my cioumatances and the 
internal economy of my Estato should be subjoat 
to the vaviod and conflicting viows of succcasive 
administrations - where then is good faith, The 
British Governmont which thon ruled, rulog now, 
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and looking to its prosent demonatrations in 
Huropo woare atrengthonod in the belief that 
ibis an acknowledgod guardian of its own inte- 
grity no less that of its depondants. 

14, The “term permanently fixed” is om- 
ployed in Section 8 of 6/31 and Rog: 25/1802. It 
may be supposed that because of tha use of this 
torm the first Regulation is applicable to my Ze- 
mindary and tho latter not, it will be apparent 
to you that the very authority which granted the 
permanent cowle enacted Regulation 25 of 1802, 
and tho’ tho term “ pormanently fixel”’ is used 
throughout, it has been ruled by yom Board on 
8th July 1816 and 4th December 182C; and the 
opinion of the Sudr: Cour dated 5th August 
confirmed by your Boatd on the 21st of the sama 
month, that it is «applicable, The very pointe . 
which ave therein argued form strong ground 
at tho present time for tla removal of the sup- 
position and for maintaimng the same views. 

15. Since the enactment of Regulation 
6/31 neither your Board nor the Co lector of 
this District ever intimated to me, never once 
raised tho present question and very justly avs 
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as ib was not applicable to my Zemindary, and 
on the roprasontationa of aome village sorvaute 
who wero in 1839 inimical to mo, your Board and 
the Governmont rojectod them as boing ont of 
their province to intorfere, nor did Woy thon even 
10180 this question, but for tho lust 20 yous 
countonanced and supported the exercise of the 
power by me. 

16, Again in the 6th clause of the cowle 
the high contracting powois, on a fair con- 
sideration, includod all tho Lakiraj and Malgoo- 
gory and all other items of Revenno in the Posh- 
oush, granted me fall power over dismissals and 
appoint nents, and held me rosponsiblo for the 
fall amount of the Poshoush, but never aot apart 
any items either in money or land for tho sup-« 
port of the villago servants. Therefore if an 
account of these onolinoenta which havo beon 
given tor tho transaction of my privato affairs 
from my private purso are to bo submitted to 
the Government, and tho ontortainment and ana. 
pension of these servants bo reported to it, 1b will 
be diametrically opposad to the responsibility in- 
vested in me for the voal zition of the Poshousk 
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of the Zemindary; a8 regulated in para 6 of tho 
cowle and to the aggtranco in paias 3 and 9 that 
my Pashoush shall not be increased as ib will by 
this arrangamont form an adiition to 1t—~ and 
therefore a losa to mo and which was not con- 
templated at the time of the execution of the 
Oowle, and I feel persuaded that it is not the in- 
tention of the Board that I should be subjected 
to loss, 


17, Moreover for the purposes of  cul- 
tivation, collection of revenues regularly, pro- 
tection of tanke, watering orops—postal arrange- 
ments, care of grain, in cutting and threshing, 
certain men are pard oat of my prwate income 
and distinguishod by the names Pedda Capoos, 
Toties and Taliaues &; these are ol ogen from 
mon whose chatactors and conduct ae good and 
who yillabide under my orders and are distii- 
buted ovar 8 or 4 V1 igos in somo cnses and 
othara in ono Village according to oucnmatances 
and for which I am the responsible person, Thus 
the want or otherwise of theso ar‘angementa is 
conducted in ratio to the profits or otherwise on 
tho resulta of the out-turn, but if this manage- 
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montis wresled and transferred fiom my hands 
1ito that of the Government, how will these 
Villago servants deport themsolyos towards me, 
and how can Etogulate tho proportion of such 
charges when dismiagal 01 entertament becomes 
contingent, and how will the logs congequent on 
the transfer of this management be indemmified. 
to mo? If this mattor be impartially weighed and 
due consideration given, the grounds upon which 
{lia anthoyity waa laft ta mo at tha fivat; and 
tho necessity for continuing it, will be apparent, 

18. If all authority over these servants 
whose duties are revenual be not left to Revenue 
Authorities, tho business will not proceed sat s- 
factorily ; on these grounds all complaints having 
reference theeto havo been exompted from 
the Juusdiction of the Civil Courts, and confided 
to tho Collector in your ease. In the same. way 
if I iclinquish my simular authority, my revenue 
affa'rs will vot proceed, therefore itis urgently 
necossary that 1t should continue as hersto~ 
fore, 

19, When, as sot forth in paa; 2, the 
necessity of a sub-division, shall have arisen in 
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my Zamindary then only my accounts should be 
submitted to the Colloctor—but when the Govern- 
ment aro insishing upon tho produotion of 
accounts of my private servants paid from my 
ptivate funds-—of what uge then ae bhe provi- 
sions of my cowle. 

20. As set foith in this addyess, by tle 
conditions of the pormauent cowle which 
are tnvtolate—by the letter of t10 Spec al Com- 
missioner relating thereto dated 28rd August 
1802, by the recorded proceedings of your 
Board dated 8th July 1816—4th Decembor [820 
and 2lst August 1851——by the decisicna of the 
Sudr Court dated Sth August 1851 and by the 
Muinntos of Consultation 6th Aptil 1839 and 15th 
Auguet 1851—from the fact of my not having a 
permanent Suonnd sinnlar to those granted to 
other Zemi idaries undor Regulation 25 of 1802, 
but one under the cond: ions of which (somo and 
except the & items which wore rosorvod to tle 
ruling power), all authomty over cther stems 
being granted to mo, and from the oucumstances 
of Regulation 25 of 1802 being inapplicable to 
meas wellas Regulation 4 of 1831 and Act 31 
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of 1836——the provisions therefore of Reg alatior 
6 of 1831 enacted in all respects parallel with 
the preceding ones-ara entirely inapplicablo to the 
exigencies of my Zemindary: and the fact of your 
removing my authority fiom my servants—or my 
reluiquishing 1b mysolf under the Circular orders 
of your Board issucd in accordance with the 
provision of Regulation 6, in itself shewnu to be 
inapphonable to me, and is borne out on the face 
of all the Proceedings I have quoted—will be 
utterly at variance with common justice to mo. 
If, whon tho pp manent Cowle was granted 
tome according to Regulation, provision was 
ever made for the village servants or puch 
amount deduoted from my Pesheush and given 
under my contro! with instructions that they 
should be gtvon to the servants and that 
accounts should be furnished of them, thera 
wold be reason to nako a requisition bat such , 
was not the cuso ; oonsequontly they wore no-« 
muinated and paid by mo fom my priyato income 
and if the Government now rosume that aathor- 
ity, 14 will not only be contrary to the exprossed 
conditions of this ccwle, au appaent increase 
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over Lhe Peshoush itself but asourca of loss to 
me, no less a violation of their former orders, If 
the authority over my servants be removed, the 
duties enumerated in paral? and my revenue 
affois, from want of that salutary control over 
them, will be completely deranged, in tho faco of 
their ability to create it, To remove from ma 
the power over my own servants isto sap the 
stability of my position and to disturb the very 
means by which the Government expect that the 
Peshoush should be realized. I therefore leave the 
Board to take into considoration these facts, tha 
logs that will accrue, my weal and woe, and 
decide in the prosent aase as thoy have hitherto 
done in the casa of Motarpha and Lakeraj lands, 
ang not refer me to Judicial Tiubunals I will 
then only enjoy happiness in the sense of that 
security which the Government and yourselves 
have hitherto extended to me—if otherwise ruin 
and desolation will follow bad seasons, busidos the 
door for internal digorder being opened from the 
want of control over my servants. 1 will be utterly 
unable to pay the Peshoush aa LT ought, so that 
to me the latter evil will be greater than the first, 
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Tn conclusion I have to request that the 
Board will, 11 its high oonsideration, afford to me 
all that help which 1s necoasary to protect me 
from danger and viow with a seuse of liberal 
justico the particular conditions of my permanent 
Gowla and declate the neodleas assumption of 
any authouty over my village servants and the 
applicability of the provisions of Regulation 6/31 
which will cause me trouble and loss, snd tho 
C.rcular ordors of the Board which emanated 
from it, to be ab vatiance with the intentions of 
tho cowlo ; resend tho orders which require the 
production of accounts so impetatively insisted on 
by the Collectot, and strengthen the behef that 
tho Government will hold inviolate in its own ins 
tegrity the conditions ofits own Grant and aff- 
ord that protection, which wa as dependants of 
the Governmont havo a tight to expect. 

It 18 now about 1 month sinco I addressod 
your Board i1 Tolugoo but have not received 
any auswor as yot and altho’ I have pivon the 
Qollector my reason for wishing the matter to 
bo in aboyauca ponding the order of highor 
authority, yot that ollicer is issuing very atrin- 
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gent ordeia foi the submission of the accounts 
in question, contrary tothe provisions of the 
permanent Cowle and I hasten to lay those mat 
ters for the early consideration and oiders of 
your Board and to request meanwhile that the 
Collector bo desired to suspend all proceedings 
on hig part, 
And fT beg to remain 
Gentlemen

Qnd. Dofondant says tho claim sot uy against 
him is contrary to Rogu ations, to pormanont 
Cowlo gianted to his adoptive father by tho 
Govornnont, as well as to the Cabvoliat granted by 
him inxotuin, To urges that be 1s ontitled to 10+ 
sumo the villages because haying been ouginally 
aranted to Engoova Y omasnvami for his subsistency 
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so long as he officiated as Vakool nt tho court of 
tho Nabob and the Government, thoy wore resumed 
on the death of the Ramasuvami ho samo oftwa 
having been confo.red on his son Po srushothum, 
the villages wore granted to him also and rosnmed 
at his death—Ramasuvami afterwards hold thome 
because he embezzled some money that was under 
his charge.

have not producod. Wo have no hes tation, 
theroforo, in coming to the conclusion, that the 
respondents held under grants which ware 10+ 
sumablo at tho ploasnre of tho Zammdar.

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Tho District Munaiff pagsed a decision di- 
rooting the 2nd dofondant to pay to tho plainift 
the ront claimed for the third instalmont of Cusly 
1285, and tho r.onf olrimed for Tusly 1266 with 
proportionate costs, minus the rent of tho two 
dnod mango froes, and minus the rent of the 
Moniom Maniyam land included in the Puttah 
for that Tusly: Uxhint B, and disallowed the re- 
maining part of the Dlaintifl’s claim. 

SUDGMENT. 

1. It was conceded at tho hoaring of this 
appeal that the only questions to be decided mo 
whothor the lands claimed by defendant as 
Maniyam land are lands which he is ontitled to 
hold rent free, and whothor as held by tho 
District Mungiff, Rogulation VI of 1831 apples 
noas fo oust tho j wisdiction of tho Court from 
deciding Plaintifl’s olaim for 1ont on thoso Jawa. 

2. Tno Dofondant’s claim is that hia fathor 
was tho Monogat of Casamitta Villago, that that 
is an horoditary office within the moaning of 
Rogulation VI of 1881; that ho is ontitlod to 
succeed hus fathor, that the laws roforod to in 
tho written atatoment of the Dofondant as Moniom 
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lands avo lands sot apart to be held fieo of rent 
by the Monoyagar and Village Munsilf, that the 
Plaintif’s claim to recover rent on thogo lands is 
nob cognizable by a Civil Court, that though hia 
father was dismissod from the oflice of Moneya~ 
gar, thal act was ulttaviies asthe power of 
appointment and dismissal of Moneyagars rests 
with the Collector and not with the Zemindar. 

8. The Plaintifl traversed all the above 
pleas. The Districh Munsiff found all the abova 
points in favor of the Defendant, and itis against 
that part of the judgment of the District Munsiff 
that the Plaintiff appeals. 

4, ‘In my opinion that the Defendant 
wholly failed to provo that the office of Moneya« 
gar was an hereditary village office to which cer~

10, The proamblo of Rogniation 29 of 
1802 abolishes all other Village officors lit that

15. Pata d of tho Sunnud rung thus “ tho 
pormancnt demand fixed by this sunnud on your 
Womindary is exclusive of tho rovonue dorived 
fiom tho manufacturo and salo of salt and salt 
potie exclusive of tho snyar or dutios of ovary 
description the entiie administration of which 
the Government regorves to itself oxolusive of 
the tox on thosale of spirituous hquors and 
intoxicating diugs oxolusive of all kinds and 
rugsoomg heratofara appropriated to the support 
pf the Police Dstablishments,” Not a woid is 
said about Lakhoraj lands whiob, as a mattor of 
foct, wore included in tho assots on which tho 
pormanont assessment of thie Zemindary was 
sottlod, so that in thia Zomindary, certainly even 
if these so-called Maniom lands wore Lalheraj 
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Jantds ab tho timo of the pormanont assosament, 
(a pot on which tho Defendant adducas no evi- 
dence) slill, as they wore included in tho assets 
on, Which tho agsessmont was sottlod, the Zomin~ 
dar has tho ight to rosumo thom free of 
Government interferenco; Seo Solwyi’s deo 
sions 8S. W. No. 8 of 1816 I 188: seo also 
the 231d Rule for tie adjudication and settle- 
mount of Inam lands in which it was Jeoded by 
Government that such of tho Inoms situated in 
Zomindaries as wore eacluded from the assots on 
. which tho permanent assessment was fixed wore 
to be incladod in the adjudication and acttlomont 
by tho TInam Commissioner ‘expresso untus est 
ervclusio alterius’ Inams which wore included

16. Ibis found by the District Munagiff that 
tho right of appointing and dismissal of Monoy 
fara in this Zomindary rests with tho Oollector, 

17, As I have sad, in my opinion, the 
Zemindar is not bound to have any stob Olticer 
in hia Zomindary, A Monoyagar is moxcly the 
name for a person who collecte the 1evenue, 
Now the Govermmont has uothing to do with tho 
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collection of the r1ovenue or moro properly 
apoaking tho routsin Zmindanos. Why shonld 
Govornmont interforo with the appoint nont of 
potsoug Namod by tho Zomindar to collec lis 
1oits. Asamattor of fact, tha documontary 
evidence filod in this and A, S, No. 18 of 1881 
which was heard with this caso, shows olemly 
that the Zomindar himeolf hos always appointod, 
dismissed, and susponded Monoygars and this

18, Rogulation 4 of 1816 to which tha 
District Munaill vofers doog not appear to mo to 
have any bearing on the prosent case = All that 
that Regulation (if it applies io Zomindarios at 
all) provides is, that tlle parson who colloots the 
revenue shall bo ex-oflic’o village Munsiff and 50 
we find in his lotter “ 1"? ito Uollector, following 
the law, writos to the Zommear that whoenover

20. It certainly seems opsn to argument 
whethor Regulation + of 1816 applies to Zemin- 
davies ; for, 14 sooma to assume that in every 
village veyonuo will bo colleotod, of couise in all 
Government Villagos 1evenue will bo collooted 
but so fav as tha Governmont was concerned, 1b 
had nothing todo with the collection by the 
Zomindars of thor tonts so long as the Zemin- 
dava paid thoiv poishkush, thoy might or mght 
not so far agit concerned the Govoinmont colleat 
ront in thoir y Nagos but whothor tho Regulation

by him aines they aoased to dichargo the duties

SUDGMENT, 

With the exception that tho Judge haa 

doubted whother Regulation IV of 1816 will, 
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under any cucumstances, apply fo Zs madvy 
Dstatos, his Judgment appoara to uy souid, in 
xoforence to tho fics found in iis oaae 
Although as tho Judgo hav pontod out, a 
Yomindar is bound to appomt Kanaumg, thor iy 
no Regulation which imposos on him tho obli- 
gation toappoint Mon’gais. Uhorois no proot 
that the lands now 1n q tostiol, were at any tima 
assigned by Govoinmont for the suppat of the 
Monigar, aad thora ig no proof that, at tha time 
the permanont Sinud was issued, theso lands, 
whioh are admittedly within the aon of tho 
Zemindary, were oxcluded, Tho Sanud in this 
case oxoludes lands appropriated to the support 
of tho Police, bat thore isno montion of tho 
exolusion of lands held by Mo ugars, and tha 
oflico of the Village Magiatrato was not conali- 
tuted at the date when the Swmid was wanod, 
Th's being so, the Zomimdar was ab hber y to 
rofiain from appointing a Mon gw and to rosumo 
any lands ho had allowed the Mompw to hold 
ag remuneration for his aorviccs, 

The Rospondont wags, thovefore, at lboty 
fo resumo and assess tho linds, hold rent foe 
by tho Appollaat and hus prodecosgor, 
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Weare, however, unable to share the Judge’a 
doubt whether Regulation [V of 1816 is appli- 
cable to Zemindaries, though the decision of the 
point is not essential to the decision of this casa. 
It appears fo us, that, when an officor haa boon 
appointed by a Zemindar, on whom the funotions 
of a Village Munsiff could devolve, he, in virtue 
of his office, acquues the powers and is aubject 
to the liabilities conferred on Village Munaifs 
by the Regulation. 

We dismiss the Appeal with costs.

Government understands with rogrot that 
ag the present Law admits the sale of the 
Zamindaries for the arrears of Peshikush and for 
private debts, a few of the ancient and respecta~ 
ble Zamindavies have changed hands and the 
descendants of those Zamindaries have been 
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considerably reduced im circumstances and sunik 
in misery; that this law and practice are 
agaust Hindu Law and the custom of ancient 
families for generations. Soon after the death 
of YZamindars misunderstandings arige, and 
they lead to suits into Courts and thus loss of 
property 1s caused. With a view to preserve 
and continue the status and respectability which 
a few ancient Zamindar families have been 
enjoying from time immemorial, Government 
hopes that steps be adopted to prevent tho 
Zamindaries going into Courts by making them 
follow the custom of these families whether 
ancestral or private, Government wish to 
enact regular laws to enable old Samastanamg 
to continue with their descendants for ever and 
to prevent Zamindaries being gold for debts, 
But as accoiding to the existing law Zamindara 
are at liberty to sell or give away or martgage 
their Zamindaries at* will, the Government can 
dispose of the Zamindar: for arrears of Peishkush 
and the Court might order their sales for Zamin« 
dar’s private debts. Those of the Zemindars 
who desire that their Zamindaries should con. 
tinue for ever with their descendants might re- 
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sign their right for selling or giving away or 
mortgaging their Zamindanes. Government 
would pass a Regulation that the Zammdanes 
shall continue with the powers, if Zammdars’ 
descendants would not go against the Government 
orders, If they act against the orders of Govt: 
it aball give room for the confiscation of lands 
and ié shall ba at the mercy of the Government 
to release the lands and give to the Zamindar or 
his descendants or to give allowance to such 
persons, 

It is the earnest desive of the Government 
thet they should assist the Zemindars, support 
them from falling into ruinous htigation, to 
enable them to continue for ever in possession 
of their Zamindaries by preventing them from 
pecommg subject of suits in the Courts, to 
give them the Police authority and to maintain 
their dignity in all the possible ways, if you 
consider over all what is written here and let 
us know that you would resign your right of 
selling or giving away, or morigaging the 
Zemindari, created by the Istimizar or Sunnud, 

If you agree to these terms and to Govein~ 
ment passing a Regulation you should enter

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into a covenant with your craditors, if yon have 
any, that they should receive the sum due by 
instalments and if there ave say deciees against 
you, from the oreditors you should take a 

Kararnama that they would not proceed to sell 

the Zamindari. 

We desire to know when your forefathers 
got their estate and what is the custom in your 
family, whether the eldest sons inatalled 
and look after the family or whether the Zemin- 
dari used to be divided, and af there has been 
any division, why such division took place and 
under whose orders.
